Some years ago a friend of ours ran lor his hat— 


and dropped dead. For a year or more he had been 
haying symptoms of a bad heart. His doctor had told 
him to take a rest and above all avoid heavy exercise. 
But one day his hat blew off and apparently on natural 
impulse he ran after it. His is much the same story of 
circumstances that cause the death of hundreds of 
thousands of people each year. Men and women with 
heart trouble, if taken care of, can live a long and use- 
ful life. But if they do not take care they may go at any 
moment. 


Only very recently another good friend of ours had 


a rather severe attack. He was hospitalized for a week 
or more. Then he went home, and had private nursing 
for a few weeks. He was getting along fine when the 
doctor told him he could go to the office for a short

He had been a strong virile person who found it 
hard to believe he could have heart trouble. He got up 
from his bed within a few weeks—and within a few 
weeks he was dead. 


Heart failure is the greatest known cause of death 


in this country. It does not only happen to old people. 
Many a young and promising athlete has dropped dead 
on the track, football field or in the boxing arena. It is 
a weakness that can be detected by doctors with the 
propert equipment. Many specialists believe diet is a 
major factor in thickening of the arteries. The fats are 
believed, by this school, to thicken the blood and there- 
by the artery walls. This, in turn, causes a closure which 
catches a clot.

It is strange that this greatest killer of. men and 


women is probably the easiest to avoid. That will be 
widely debated. But that fact is most heart attacks can 
be [raced to over indulgence in food, drink, worry or 
work, But when a person has any symptoms of heart 
trouble he is more fortunate than many others with 
other illnesses. The heart patient can often avoid an at- 
tack by being careful. After an attack a person can lead 
a reasonably active life. But unless a person with 
symptoms goes to a qualified heart doctor for diagnosis 
and electro-cardiograms he has no real information on 
which to plan. Often what a person thinks is a heart 
problem is simply an upheaval in his nervous system. 
In either case your life may depend upon knowing 
which it is and in either case, the cure is up to you.

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Gen. Summerall, Hero 
of World War I, Dies 


WASHINGTON (HE) — 


Gen. 
Charles Pelot Sum- 


merall, 88, one of America's 
great field commanders of 
World War I and Army 
chief of staff from 1926 to 
1930, died in Walter Reed- 
Army Hospital Saturday 
after a long illness. 


His son and daughter-in-law, 
retired Army Col. and Mrs. 
Charles P. Summerall Jr., were 
at the bedside. The general's 
wife died in 1948. 


The funeral will be held at 


2:30 p.m. Tuesday in the chapel 
at Ft. Myer, Va., and burial will 
be in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery. 


Summerall, who had been liv- 


ing in retirement at Aiken, S. C., 
was admitted to Walter Reed last 
August. It was reported at the 
time of his admission that he 
was suffering from leukemia. 
OF OLD SCHOOL 


Summerall was a soldier of the 


old school who believed in ram- 
rod discipline and strict military 
courtesy. 
His military career 


spanned 66 years, including serv- 
ice in three campaigns, 'four 
years as Army chief of staff, and 
22 years as president of the 
citadel in Charleston, S. C., one 
of the nation's oldest and proud- 
est military colleges. 


On his 88th birthday, March 


4, he still was erect and Boldler- 
ly in his bearing, precise In ail 
his habits, and impressively 
dignified In liis manner. 
He was born in Lake City, 
Fla., on March 4, 1867. He won 
appointment to West Point, and 
graduated as an Army Lieuten- 
ant in 1892. He fought in the 
Philippines in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, winning two citations 
for gallantry, and led the Amer- 
ican unit" that blew open the 
gates to imperial Peking during 
the Boxer Rebellion in China. 
SENT TO FRANCE 


He was Brigadier general when 


the United States entered World 
War I, and was sent to France 
to command the first American 
troops to take over a sector of 
the western front. He later com- 
manded the famous "Fighting 
First" Division, and the 1st 
Army Corps, leading the latter 
in the Meuse-Argonne drive in 
the closing days of the war. He 
won a reputation as a brilliant 
artillery t a c t i c i a n , and was

set aside because their ofCense 
was "no more than a technical- 
ity at most."

soldiers. 
Every day was spent 


on the range, first firing for fa- 
miliarization, then for 
official 


record. It was out of the se.ck 
at 4 a. m. each morning. When 
the breaking dawn lighted the 
range sufficiently to see the tar- 
gets, the firing began. 


Fort Ord's K. D. (known dis- 


tance) range is the largest of the 
18 ranges which run for more 
than five miles along the .beach 
parallel to Hwy. 1. Firing lines 
are placed at 100, 200, 300, 400 
and 500 yards from the targets. 
Targets are run up on pulleys 
from concrete pits. Behind the 
pits is a high sand dune to stop 
the slugs.

NEW YORK <t'-E>—Segregation has been abolished peacefully 


In 500 schools across the country, the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People reported Saturday,

NAAC said. 


School desegregation has been 


initiated in the District of Co- 
lumbia and Baltimore, in 2 towns 
in Arkansas, 29 counties in West 
Virginia, 30 communities in Mis- 
souri, 5 towns in Delaware, 6 
cities in Kansas and scattered 
communities in Arizona and New 
Mexico, the organization found. 


The NAACP survey was" re- 


leased to mark the first anni- 
versary of the Supreme Court 
ruling outlawing segregation in 
public schools. The ruling was 
made last May 17. 
The 250,000 children attending 


desegregate'd schools are only a 
minority of the. 9,821,000 white 
and 2,397,000 Negro children en- 
rolled in schools in segregated 
areas, the NAACP said. But it 
pointed out that the desegrega- 
tion has been voluntary, because 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
decision 


found segregation unconstitution- 
al but did not direct any school 
system to desegregate immedi- 
ately. 


Included in the 500 desegre- 


gated schools, the association 
said, are those located in four 
of the six communities involved 
in cases ruled on by the Su- 
preme Court. 


"Following the decision, Wash- 


ington, D. C., initiated desegre- 
gation," the report said. "Earlier: 
the Topeka, Kans., school board, 
voted to 'terminate segregation! 
in the elementary schools as rap- j 
idly as practicable.' The two 
school districts in the Delaware 
case already had admitted Ne- 
gro pupils in compliance with a 


' state 
Supreme Court 
ruling. 


Only Clarendon County, S. C., 
and Prince Edward County, Va., 
have refused to heed the court's 
decision." 


The report said there had been 


some demonstrations of resist- 
ance that have been widely pub- 
licized — in W h i t e Sulphur 
Springs, W. Va., Milford, Del., 
Baltimore and Washington. 


"However, for every Milford 


Incident, there have been scores 
of unheralded instances of Xe- 
fro children being welcomed 
by their new white schoolmates 
and teachers," the NAACP 
said. 


"Indeed, this has been the rule; 


the hate demonstrations, the ex- 
ception." 


The survey found that parochi- 


al schools, while not subject to 
the court ruling, have not only 
complied with it but in some 
cases have anticipated it. This 
was particularly so in Catholic 
schools in Washington and St. 
Louis, the report said. 


Also, in Texas, Oklahoma, Ar- 


kansas, Tennessee, Virginia and 
North Carolina, Catholic schools 
and occasionally P r o t e s t a n t 
schools "opened their doors to 
students without regard to race 
or color."

Editorial 
What Long Beach 
Has Given the State 


THERE'S MORE than a touch of irony in the fact that 


• during the coming week while California is cele- 


brating World Trade Week, the city of Long Beach will 
be fighting in a state legislative committee to protect 
its tidelands oil revenue from a proposed state grab. 


The irony is this: 
Long Beach harbor has been a major factor in the 


development of the industrial, agricultural and commer- 
cial wealth of Southern California. The entire state has 
benefited. 


"The harbor was built on Long Beach initiative—by 


bonds retired from Long Beach tax money; by money 
from oil development carried out by this city. 


Now Assemblyman Bruce Allen of San Jose is seek- 


ing not only to strip Long Beach, of its tideland oil re- 
sources, but also to require Long Beach to go on bended 
knee to the state to get money for operation of the 
harbor. 


The record shows that between 1908 and 1928 Long 


Beach voters approved bond issues totaling $8,245,000 
for the purpose of buying land for and building a port. 


It shows that prior to July 1, 1938 the city of Long 


Beach spent $6,138,838 from general property tax 
sources to cover bond interest and redemption costs on 
harbor bonds. The entire proceeds went to promote 
commerce, navigation and fisheries. 


Since 1938 the city has spent $4,230,000 for harbor 


purposes from upland oil revenue—revenue not subject 


. to limitations of the tideland trust. 


The city each year has spent large sums from gen- 


eral fund revenues for maintenance of facilities connect- 
ed with harbor operation. 


Thus Long Beach has combined spending from gen- 


eral revenues with wise and farsighted development of 
tideland oil to build what has become a fine modern 
harbor. 


The results in terms of benefit to the state of Cali- 


fornia? 


The Port of Long Beach has become a key facility in 


the state's economic life. Last year it handled a total of 
6,815,069 tons of general cargo, petroleum and lumber. 
Into and out of this port sail the ships of the world, 
bringing in the products the state needs and taking our 
own products into the world commercial channels. 


Directly and indirectly affected by these operations 


are the motor truck, railway and airline industries; 
manufacturers, exporters, importers; wages, salaries, 
profits, investments throughout a wide range of indus- 
tries employing many thousands of persons. 


Obviously, the impact of the port of Long Beach has 
been great in California economic development. Yet 
without Long Beach tax dollars, Long Beach develop- 
ment of oil resources, Long Beach courage and fore- 
sight in undertaking the job, this harbor would not exist. 


While Mr. Allen is talking about what the state 


should get from Long Beach, perhaps some thought 
should be turned to what Long Beach has given to the 
state. And World Trade Week is a good time for such 
thought

How Long Will His Luck Last?

HOW lucky can a man beT 


With considerable justifi- 


cation. Assemblyman Bruce Al- 
len has been winning a repu- 
tation as a "success boy" in 
his sponsorship of legislation to 
strip Long Beach of its tide- 
lands oil money. 


Until he was caught with 


his votes down and hastily 
averted a test at a committee 
hearing last Thursday, every- 
thing has gone his way in this 
fight, including the "breaks." 


Supreme Court action came 


in perfect timing for him. 
After he introduced. his bill, 
the Court found against Long 
Beach in the Mallon suit— 
the case Allen claims is legal 
justification for his program. 
"That's what I've been waiting 
for," ABen told newsmen. 


Then^ Just an hour or two 


before a vital committee hear- 
ing, the Court denied Long 
Beach's petition for a rehear- 
ing. This was significantly an- 
nounced in the Assembly ses- 
sion, and again to the commit- 
tee when it gathered to ponder 
Allen's proposal. What more 
could a man ask? (The sub- 
sequent committee action, of 
course, was favorable to Al- 
len.) 
HIS OWN JUDGE 


One of Allen's big advan- 


tages has been his membership 
on the two committees 
to 


which his bill has been re- 
ferred—Conservation and Plan- 
ning, and Ways and Means. 


Let's look at the situation in 


Conservation and Planning. 
The chairman is Assembly- 


man Francis Lindsay, co-author 
of the Allen bill and perhaps 
even more than Allen obsessed 
with the idea of seizing Long 
Beach's millions. Allen is a 
member. 


When the bill was called for 


hearing, Allen left his place on 
the committee platform, came 
down in front and argued for 
his bill before his fellow com- 
mitteemen. 


He was still sitting "in the 


witness chair" when a rash of 
motion-making broke, out in 
the committee. Some specta- 
tors swear they saw Lindsay, 
the chairman, signal to Allen. 
Maybe this was imagination,, 
but at the strategic moment 
Allen himself made a motion— 
for do-pass recommendation. 


Here was Allen, the "wit- 


ness" and "prosecutor," sud- 
denly figuratively leaping into 
the jury box to help pass 
judgment on his own scheme. 
And it was all perfectly prop- 
er under committee procedure. 


Assemblyman 
Patrick 
Mc- 


Gee (D-Los Angeles) exploded: 


"He can't do that!" 
But Chairman 
L i n d s a y 


pointed out that Allen was a 
member of the committee and 
could do that. Lindsay put the 
motion, and it passed. 
., (When all 
this occurred, 


Long Beach had hardly started 
its presentation against the 
bill. It hasn't yet been given 
the opportunity to complete 
it.) 


After the do-pass from Con-

servation and Planning, Allen's 
bill went to .Ways and.Means 
where it was set for a hearing 
last Thursday. A member of 
Ways and Means, is Assembly- 
man Bruce Allen. 


Over 50 bills, were listed for 
consideration ahead of the Al- 
len proposal in ways and means 
'Thursday. Most of these were 
non-controversial and were 
quickly 
handled 
in 
routine 


manner. 


Then Chairman Thomas Cal- 


decott (R-Berkeley) announced 
that after the next batch of 
bills was acted upon, the com- 
mittee would take up the Allen 
bill. 


At that moment Assembly- 


man Lindsay (not a member of 
ways and means) 
walked 


across the room in front of the 
spectators, looking at Allen. 
Allen left his place on the 
rostrum, joined Lindsay in the 
hall. 
LEFT ROOM 
Allen then returned and, as 


a member of the committee, 
was able to bring about a 
week's delay in the hearing on 
his bill. Later he virtually ad- 
mitted he did not have enough 
votes on hand to get favorable 
action, stating that a number 
of Assemblymen, presumably 
his supporters, had left the 
room. 


As both author of the bill 


and a member of the commit- 
tee, Allen was able to handle 
the situation. There is nothing 
unusual about this, but it does 
show the disadvantage under 
which Long Beach has been 
fighting the Allen bill. 


Chairman Caldecott of Ways 


and Means, by the way, voted 
against Long Beach in con- 
servation 
and 
planning, so 


Allen had another sympathetic 
chairman in Ways and Means. 


So Allen has been riding 


high. But can such good luck 
go on forever attending a bad 
cause?

THE MODERN WAY 


This last week has seen 


many important conferences, 
but they are not unlike several 
meetings held here before. 
They are all significant. The 
modern way is for the top rep- 
resentatives of the Allies to sit 
down together and thresh out 
their differences behind closed 
doors. They talk frankly and 
at times heatedly, but they 
come out of it as a rule with 
a clear understanding of 1he 
viewpoint of their respective 
countries. 


Perhaps the most ticklish of 


all the questions this week was 
the 
problem of Indochina. 


Neither the French nor (lie 
American 
government could 


afford to place itself in the po- 
sition of trying to settle the 
internal affairs of South Viet- 
nam, as this would only in- 
tensify Communist propaganda 
there: But certain parallel or 
common policies were agreed 
upon which may help to bring 
stability to the situation in 
the southern part of Indo- 
china. 


For, although the desire is 


to see some form of demo- 
cratic government chosen, it is 
not easy to establish at. once 
an electoral machinery such as 
exists in a European parlia- 
mentary system. 
But out of 


the turbulence of these last 
few weeks may come a repre- 
sentative system for South 
Vietnam, and that is the ob- 
| jective now. 


Despite the' newspaper re- 


ports about a grave crisis in 


I the relations between France 
| and the United States over the 


Indochina question, it is a fact 
that both governments recog- 
nized all along how important 
it is to reach an understand- 
ing and not to allow the Indo- 
china dipute to impair their 
w o r k i n g arrangements on 
many other questions of far 
greater importance to both. 


The • American people 
can 


rest assured that Secretary 
Dulles handled himself very 
creditably here. Notwithstand- 


ing some garbled impressions 
that came to certain Senators, 
there was no mistake made 
here by Mr. Dulles in talking 
firmly where firmness was nec- 
essary. 


SECRETARY DULLES 


Those who heard his reply, 


for example, in the North At- 
lantic Council meeting to For- 
eign Secretary Spaak of Bel- 
gium on the Formosa question 
said it was an excellent rebut- 
tal to a statement that com- 
pletely misconstrued the Amer- 
ican position. 


Nor is Mr. Dulles stampeded 


or pushed around by the Soviet 
tactics. 
He was clear-cut in 


his announcement here that he 
wouldn't go to Vienna until the 
Austrian treaty provisions had 
been finally set down on paper 
ready for signing. He is equally 
determined not to become in- 
volved in a protracted discus- 
sion in Vienna about the de- 
tails of the forthcoming four- 
power conference. ' 


There is a restraint and a 


forbearance about Mr. Dulles'

WASHINGTON —W h i 1 e the 


Democrats were accusing 


Republicans of playing politics 
on the postal pay-raise bill 
last week, President Eisen- 
hower was dittoing the Dem- 
ocrats.

"I hope you

lation out of committee, so we 
can at least have a vote on 
it," he urged GOP chiefs after 
they informed him that the 
527,000,000,000, 10-year high- 
way program was being effec- 
tively stalled in both houses, 
particularly the Senate. 


"Our entire e c o n o m y is 


geared to the highway pro- 
program," he added. 
"It is 


tied in with steel production, 
transportation, and other in- 
dustries and, of course, em- 
ployment in these industries— 
not to mention the employ- 
ment that would - be provided 
by the actual building of the 
highways." 


Ike was plainly irritated by 


the charges of Tennessee's Sen. 
Albert Gore, chief Democratic 
foe of the road program, 'that 
it would wreck the federal 
budget and would still leave 
our highways deficient after 
the money was spent. With- 
out mentioning Gore by name, 
the President remarked causti- 
cally: 
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"The best brains we could 


get tell us the program Is 
needed and that it will work."

tion, Eisenhower also reported.

He said A & M is an education- 
al institution of "high stand- 
ards" and he wants to correct 
any wrongs.

Q._My little girl, who is 


312 years old, has no appetite 
whatsoever. I've tried bribing 
her, but nothing helps. The 
doctor says that she's perfectly 
healthy and not to worry. But 
I worry anyhow.—Mrs. J. T. 


A.—One fact may be of great 


consolation to you and to the 
thousands of other parents 
whose children are so-called 
"feeding problems." No child 
of this age ever starved him- 
self to death. Many children 
have picky appetites and their 
own ideas of "how much and 
what to eat. Parents naturally 
worry when they see their 
youngsters picking at a little 
food, and never eating a com- 
plete meal. 


The best way to handle a 


"feeding problem" is first to 
try to relieve yourself of your 
anxieties about it. Your con- 
cern and worry every time 
your youngster sits down to 
cat, and the anxious expression 
on your face, are sure to have 
an effect on her. Do not bribe 
her or try to force her to eat. 
This makes mealtime a tense 
affair, whereas it should be 
pleasant and relaxed. Do not 
discuss food or eating at all. 
There are far more interesting 
topics of conversation. 


Children, unlike adults, do 


not seem to need variety in 
their foods. If j-our little girl 
likes any particular food, it is 
perfectly all right to keep on 
giving it to her day after day. 


At first, place only very tiny 


portions of food in front of her. 
Sometimes children are over- 
whelmed by seeing too much on 
their plates and cannot eat at 
all. li she finishes everything, 
then gradually increase the 
amounts. Don't leave the food 
in front of her any longer than 
thirty or forty minutes. At 
this time, just calmly take it 
away, saying "I guess you've 
eaten all you can." 
The important thing is to 


make mealtime pleasant and 
serene even if your daughter 
eats only a few spoonfuls. In 
this kind of atmosphere she 
ought to start eating again 
soon.

400 Dogs of Beagleville Help Radio-Activify Test

SALT LAKE CITY (S)—In a 


unique village on the University 
of Utah campus more than 400 
dogs are helping humans find out 
ivhat radio-active elements are 
potentially harmful. 


They are beagles and their vil-

Sir Anthony'sj Lady 


In three short years, Clarissa Eden has gone , 


from working girl to prime minister's wife 


LONDON. 


Several years ago, two house puinlcrs were 
hauled into court here, charged with hav- 
ing stolen $1,800 worth of jewelry from 
the apartment of Clarissa Churchill, niece 
of the great Sir Winston, then Great 
Britain's Prime Minister. 


To the amused judge and press corps, 


the painters explained that the jewelry 
was in a margarine container, covered hy 
a tomato box and stored under the kitchen 
sink. They thought it was junk and had 
given it away to various relatives. The 
case was dismissed. 


Since then, as all the world knows. Sir 


Winston has stepped down from his high 
post, and his forgetful niece is now Lady 
Eden, wife of the new Prime Minister 
and hostess of 10 Downing St. 


Little has been written about Lady 


Eden, hut that "jewel theft" discloses an 
important side of her character. Clarissa, 
former working girl, writer, editor, who 
studied painting, philosophy and once 
delivered political speeches, is what might 
he described as an "arty" girl-in a nice 


way. 


She loves to discuss politics or ballet, 


hates cooking. In 10 years as a career 
girl before marrying Sir Anthony in 1952, 
her five-room apartment contained, no 
radio, television or phonograph. She pre- 
ferred to read. Once, asked to serve as 
interior decorator (or a 32-room mansion, 
she did all the rooms in "broken white"— 
white with varying gray touches. 


To Lady Eden, an elegant, tall.(5'7") 


ash blonde, who at 34 is 23 years younger 
than her husband, life has a definite struc- 
ture. Books, the arts, politics, her devo- 
tion to Sir Anthony arc important. Jewelry 
stored under the sink, domestic chores and 
acting the role of a demure, retiring wife 
arc not important. 


She's a Real Churchill 


For, as her friends point out, Clarissa 


is "a Churchill through and through." 
She has a good deal of her uncle's wit 
and charm; she also has traces of his force- 
fulness, strong will and stubbornness. 
When Clarissa decides to do something, 
she does it. 


Shortly after the Edcns had moved into 


I Carllon Gardens, official London resi- 
dence 
of 
British Foreign 
Secretaries, 


Clarissa ordered new curtains. The Minis- 
try of Works, responsible for furnishings 
of government residences, had the curtains 
put up while the Edens were away. When 
they returned, Clarissa immediately sent 
for the official responsible. He had selected 
the wrong material, she said. It would 
have to be changed. 


The official argued and argued, but to 


no avail. She was adamant. The curtains 
were changed the next day. 


Clarissa is not without her little whims. 


Late last month, when the Edcns moved 
into 10 Downing Street, a problem arose. 
Her bed has a huge canopy with drapings 
of Chinese brocade suspended from the 
ceiling. It was a tight squeeze in Carlton 
Gardens-and at No. 10, the ceilings are 
even lower. 


There was another complication. Cla- 


rissa likes to lie with her feet lower than, 
her head. So her bed is propped up at a 
40-dcgree angle. That factor also caused 
the movers to sweat a little. 


The Edens see little of each other during 


the day-which is why Lady Eden prefers 
to accompany her husband on diplomatic

LADY EDEN CONTINUED 


A debutante's life was not for Clarissa-gay, 


young London blades simply bored her 


trips. Sir Anthony usually gets up at about 
8, spends 45 minutes poring over the London 
Times at breakfast and then is off to work. 


Lady Eden, on the other hand, rarely gets 


up before 11. After breakfasting cither in 
bed or off a table in her room, she spends 
the rest of the morning with her secretary 
arranging appointments or answering corre- 
spondence. 


Because of the pressure of time, Sir 


Anthony rarely lunches with his wife. 
Clarissa usually cats alone or w.ith friends. 
Often it's the same with dinner, but when, 
once or twice a week, they do dine together, 
they adjourn to a lounge to read or discuss 
what each has been doing that day. 


Clarissa, deeply interested in her husband's 


work, often shoots questions at him about 
domestic and international affairs, proffers 
advice here and there and lets him in on the 
political gossip she picks up. 


Neither of the Edens retires early, though 


Sir Anthony occasionally slips on a dressing 
gown and lies across his bed for hours read- 
ing official reports brought to him in flame- 
colprcd boxes by official messengers. 


Today, deeply aware of the role she has 


to assume in public life, Lady Eden is con- 
sidered one of the most clever, interesting 
hostesses in London. Her luncheons and din- 
ners have been a big success. At lunch, she 
likes to serve rice dishes and end the meal 
with coffee served in black cups—perhaps a 
carry-over from "bachelor girl" days when 
she held small parties which were attended 
mostly by artists and writers. 


Although Clarissa is a Churchill, she was 


never a rich girl. She was born the third child 
of Maj. John Strange Spencer-Churchill, Sir 
Winston's brother, and Lady Gwcndeline, 
beautiful daughter of the Ear! of Abington. 
Major "Jack" stayed out of politics and, de- 


spite his heroism in the Boer War, he was 
tagged "the Churchill nobody knew." He 
died in 1947 leaving his daughter an annuity 
of only 200 pounds ($560). Educated in 
England and at a French finishing school, 
Clarissa was presented at court in 1938, 
where she was hailed as "the most beautiful 
debutante of the year." 


But she refused to be bound by the cus- 


tomary round of parties and dances which 
kill time in a deb's life. Men-about-town 
bored her. So she continued her education at 
Oxford and the University of London. 


When the war broke, Clarissa went to work 


in the Foreign Office-close to her future 
husband's office—decoding telegrams. Trans- 
ferred to the Ministry of Information, she 
wrote propaganda for British publications 
which appeared in Russia. After the war, she 
wrote and edited magazine articles on books, 
ballet, art and travel. 


Sir Anthony's romantic interest in her took 


London by surprise. No one had thought that 
"Britain's most eligible bachelor," who had 
been divorced in 1950, carried on more than 
a casual friendship with Clarissa. 


Her "Fishbowl" Life 


Their wedding, Aug. 14, 1952, was Cla- 


rissa Churchill Eden's first initiation into her 
future "fishbowl" life. Mounted police had 
to hold back the crowds that turned out to 
cheer the couple. 


As wife of the Foreign Secretary, enter- 


tainment, social duties, appearances made 
her life hectic. Last year, doctors ordered 
her to a hospital for a month because of her 
"run-down" condition. 


But if the past two and a half years have 


been strcnous, Lady Eden cannot relax now. 
No. 10 Downing St. is even more demanding 
than Carlton Gardens.

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Why don't Athletes 


They could—if they trained more carefully and ate less. So says a unique research

OGER BANNISTER RAN the mile in 3 minutes 58.8 
seconds to beat John Landy at Vancouver last 
August. He might have run it in 3:50 flat. 


Bob Feller has thrown a baseball at a speed of 98.6 


miles an hour. He might have thrown it 100 mph. 


Ford Konno of Ohio State swam 220 meters in 2 


minutes 3.9 seconds. He might have done it in 2:00.0. 


Sam oncad beat Ben Hogan 70-71 to win the 18- 


hole play-off of the 1954 Masters Tournament ut 
Augusta, Ga. Both might have beaten the par of 72 
by wider margins, scoring perhaps in the mid-60s. 


Sound impossible? Not according to a unique study 


of athletes now being made by a Canadian research 
.organization called Sports College. Located in To- 
ronto, Sports College is a nonprofit service founded 
in 1944 through the YMCA and the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation to help raise sport and physical 
fitness standards. It has spent nine years testing 2,700 
athletes of all kinds, analyzing player performances 
and calculating how they could be improved. 


Some of its findings are about to be released to its 


more than700,000 members (including American 
coaches and trainers). Some striking examples: 
• Practically all performances in all sports could be 
improved about.25 per cent with better training. 
• Not a single one of the 2,700 athletes tested topped 
65 per cent of his possible peak performance, as cal- 
culated by the testing experts. 
• Only 12 per cent of those tested had better than 
75 per cent of the physical development considered 
necessary for first-rate competition. 
• Not a single sport, according to observers at actual 
games and sports events, is being played at the pace 
it could be played safely, with present rules. 


Which is the toughest sport? To find out, Sports 


College staff experts first drew up a list of 17 basic 
attributes-including strength, agility, reaction time, 
coordination, speed and endurancc-that all athletes 
have to one degree or another. Then, giving gradings 
of from 1 to 10 for each, they asked coaches and 
trainers in each sport to rate the degree to which each 
attribute is needed to play well in that sport as it now is 
played. A perfect score would be 170. The average 
of the experts' opinions came out like this:

BASEBALL PLAYER Willie Mays of the Giants (shown sliding for 
home) wins Sports College rating of near-perfect as an all-round 
athlete.

Sports calling for the most endurance: swimming 


440 yards and running an all-out mile. Job calling for 
the quickest reflexes: goalie in hockey. "Baseball," 
points out Sports College director Lloyd Percival, "is 
a picnic compared to football in its demands on the 
player. Except for the pitcher and catcher, everybody 
gets plenty of rest." 


Having found what the sports demanded of players, 


Sports College set out to measure the players them- 
selves. Choosing 12 of the most important attributes, 
the experts put successful athletes in each sport 
through 
stiff 
grinds-including 
obstacle 
courses, 


weight-lifting, bar jumps, tumbling, broad jumps, 
sprints, arm-leg rhythm, etc.—then graded perform- 
ances from 1 to 10 and totted up the averages. 


They discovered that, although an ideal all-around 


athlete would have a theoretical rating of 120, actual 
athletes fell far below in the tests. Football players 
averaged 83; basketball players, 76; hockey players, 
72; baseball and tennis players, 71. But pole vaultcrs 
topped everyone, with an average rating of 88. 


Most of the athletes tested were surprisingly low in 


strength, considered one of the basic requisites for 
endurance and good play. Only one in 17 could do 25 
two-hand push-ups without difficulty. Only one in 74 
could do a one-arm push-up. Only one in 82 could do 
a one-arm pull-up on u bar. 


Speed, another prime requisite of good play, was 


also conspicuous by its absence. Except for sprinters, 
middle-distance runners and basketball players, no 
athlete rated higher than 6 points out of 10. 


After testing individual athletes, Sports College ob- 


servers set out with stopwatches to clock the speeds 
needed for throws and runs in actual pfay. They 
learned plenty. For example, the average time a base- 
ball player takes to run from first to second base (with 
a 5-foot lead) is 4 seconds. But the average time for 
a ball to move from pitcher to catcher and back to 
second (including the pitcher's wind-up) is only 3.5 
seconds. So the average player, trying to steal second, 
is an almost sure out- unlike the great Ty Cobb, who 
could run it in 3 seconds flat. 


Sports College claims that any baseball player can 


improve his speed-especially his starling speed-by 
.3 to .4 seconds if he practices the fundamental me- 
chanics of running known to any track sprinter. In 
base running this would make a difference of 4 to 12 
feet. In the field, it would mean more caught balls: 
a speed-up of only .1 second over 25 yards would 
mean an increase of 3 feet in fielding coverage. 


Coaches in general scoff, "Why should I train a 


player to run a mile when I know he'll never have to?" 
Sports College has some surprises for the coaches. 
Clocked in actual games (with charts of playing areas 
marked olf into squares), basketball players, in an 


average, wide-open game, travel about 3% miles, at 
an average speed of I0!/z mph. Tennis players, in an 
average five-set match, move about 1 'A miles at an 
average speed of 12 mph. Football players (backfield) 
travel about 1 'A miles, sometimes close to 15 mph. In 
a typical National Hockey League game, a hard-work- 
ing player may travel 3 miles, at 9 mph. (The fastest 
hockey speed recorded was 26.9 mph,.) 


Training for greater strength would vastly improve 


baseball. Tests showed that exercises to develop greater 
strength in the wrist flexors (front of wrist just below 
the heel of the hand)increased the throwing speed of 
19 players tested by 4.9 .mph on throws of 100 feet. 
One player increased his throw by 9.2 mph by exer- 
cising with 5-lb. disks. Swimmers can develop power- 
ful pectoral muscles by lying on their backs, exercising 
with bar bells. 


Virtually all athletes were found overweight for top 


efficiency. "Baseball players as a class," says Percival, 
"eat far too much." They averaged 14 Ibs. of excess fat. 
Other averages: swimmers, 12 Ibs.; tennis players, 9 
Ibs.; football players, 8 Ibs. Yet 10 Ibs. of excess weight 
can slow reaction time by at least half a second. 


Weight, of course, represents calorics. Here arc the 


average calorics used per hour of play in various 
sports:

By comparison, home exercising consumes 175 cal- 


ories per hour; brisk walking, 350; dancing (mambo), 
350. The housewife on a tough day (scrubbing floors 
or washing by hand) consumes 4000-4500 calorics. 
Even on an average work day, she consumes about 
800-900. 


Training for endurance (by building up muscular 


strength and learning to relax and breathe properly) 
would improve all performances. It was estimated that 
the average basketball player loses 4 to 5 inches of 
height in his jumping ability during a game through 
muscle fatigue. The average football player, tested in 
mid-season, could not run 100 yards without fatigue, 
with a consequent loss of reaction time, power, agility, 
mobility and strength. One result: frequent fumbles 
after long runs. 


Sports College evaluations of player possibilities 


have been uncannily accurate. Director Percival pre- 
dicted in the Toronto Star that Bannister would beat 
Landy last summer; and stated the whole procedure of 


the race. He said Bannister had greater strength and 
will power, though Landy excelled him in tests for 
flexibility and heart-wind endurance. Percival still 
claims that Bannister could have run the mile in 3.50 
if he had improved his flexibility and th'us run more 
smoothly. Sports College also predicted that Detroit 
Red Wings hockey star Gordic Howe would become 
top scorer in his league. (He did.) The prediction was 
based largely on watching him skate circles and figure- 
eights in both directions. Most hockey players "favor" 
play cither to the right or left. Howe plays both. 


Sports College doesn't like to make predictions at 


random. But it has certain convictions. Basketball 
coaches, it feels, will have an increasingly hard time 
as their players get taller. Height is an asset up to a 
point, but usually at the sacrifice of agility and mobil- „ 
ity. The court "giraffes" already are .showing signs of 
needing limbering up. 


Great athletes, Sports College claims, are those who 


use to the full the strength, speed and endurance that 
nature has given them. Super-athletes are those'who 
develop what they have to higher levels. 


Not all the troubles with athletes arc physical. Sports 


College is still trying to assay the importance of the 
imponderables—the emotional and psychological fac- 
tors. Not until these, are fully understood will true 
super-athletes be possible. But, on what it has learned 
so far, Sports College thinks it can even do something 
about that. 


How Is Your Game? 


Like any athlete, claims Sports College, you can im- 


prove in whatever game you play. The secret: system- 
atic training that goes beyond the normal demands of 
the game. Actual tests with 11 golfers who trained six 
weeks for greater strength, flexibility and relaxation 
while playing showed an average improvement of 6.7 
strokes per game—with no other instruction. 


Start by gauging your present physical condition. 


Check your heart rate-an excellent telltale of your 
ability to stand active sports. Generally speaking, the 
lower it is,, the better your condition. 


1) Lie down for 5 minutes, then take your pulse 


and jot it down. 2) Stand up; take your pulse; jot it 
down. 3) Subtract 1 from 2. 4) Jog easily in place 1 
minute, then note your pulse. 5) Sit 1 minute; note 
your pulse. Now add the figures. 


The average normally fit person has a total of about 


380; if yours is much above that, you're out of condi- 
tion. After hundreds of tests, Sports College found 
that the average well-trained athlete has a total of 
about 360. Roger Bannister's figure: 213. Middle-dis- 
tance runners proved to have the best heart efficiency, 
closely followed by basketball players and swimmers. 
They need it. So do you.

Swimming, tennis, golf and bowling are the principal 


adult participation sports, but the Canadian analysts 
claim training for strength, flexibility and relaxation 
applies equally-to all sports. 


Strength: Not mere muscle size, but the ability to 


exert power without strain or fatigue was found to be 
a prime necessity even in "light" sports. In tennis, it 
means harder, faster serves. In golf, it means longer, 
straighter drives. In swimming, fewer, morc-distance- 
eating strokes. In bowling, less error caused by tired 
hand, arm and shoulder muscles. 


Sports College recommends general build-up of all 


your muscles through old-fashioned weight-lifting 
(even for ping-pong), followed by specialized exercis- 
ing of the muscles used most. Weight-lifting gives 
tennis players the powerful abdominal muscles needed, 
for example, to smash downward at high lobs. In 
addition, players are urged to develop playing muscles 
by taping books to each side of the racket, or taking 
a ping-pong paddle in the water and swinging against 


pressure. Golfers are urged,, to build up the muscles 
that twist the torso to build up power at the club 
head. Bowlers are encouraged to handle weights heav- 
ier than the ball, and to lift the ball higher than in 
actual play. Swimmers build up the vital back muscles 
that give a "flexible chest" through fast, hard 25-to-50- 
yard sprints. Once you have the muscles you can go 
any distance. (Sports College claims fears of getting 
muscle-bound are baseless.) 


Make Yourself Flexible—and Relax 


Flexibility: This means the ability.to keep your 


muscles useful throughout the full range of play, and 
to stretch them' when necessary without injury. To 
practice: Stand with feet wide apart, reach down, grasp 
ankles, try to touch the floor with the top of your 
head. Try to do it sitting. Try it standing with feet 
4 to 6 inches apart. End by bending knees, placing 
hands flat on the floor and trying to straighten legs. 
Not easy-but even the trying helps you. 


Relaxation: Sports College claims tension causes 


most errors (even among professional athletes), much 
fatigue and many injuries. There are two' kinds. One, 
"affective tension," is the conscious kind you get 
through anxiety (even fear of going to the dentist 
tomorrow), fear of losing, "stage fright" or just dis- 
traction by some annoyance. (Outside noises, for ex- 
ample, can set up what is called "noise allergy." One 
out of three golfers tested showed this.) The remedy: 
think about the game—not about yourself. 


Then there is "co-ordination tension." This involves- 


tightening of the muscles (usually opposing ones) 
when you get set for a crucial play. Even top athletes 
who never worry get it unconsciously. Learn to recog- 
nize it by deliberately tensing your muscles while not 
playing; then relax and breathe out. And carry, the 
habit into your next game. 


By regular practice on these three things, Sports 


College says, anyone can improve in any sport by at 
least 25 per cent. Worth a try, isn't it?

Summer in the Rockies: fishing, fun, 


fine views and your kind of prices

Every summer day a vinlage-1890 train, 
groaning with tourists, chugs out of Durango, 
in Colorado's southwest corner, for a 45-mile, 
three-hour sightseeing run to Silverton, an 
old mining boom town. Like most of its 
passengers, Mr. and Mrs. Jackson Clark and 
the junior members of their vacation party 
thought the ride the high point of a week in 
Durango and the San Juan Basin. In one 
package, it wrapped up the area's top attrac- 
tions: magnificent scenery, outdoor recrea- 
tion, a slow-and-casy pace and a dash of 
history. 


In Durango, and in the creaky train ride 


that symbolizes its brand of off-beat appeal, 
the Clarks also found economy. For a day's 
recreation, they paid a total of $9.90 in fares 
($3.30 each for the parents, $1.65 each for 
children 5 to 12-Jackson Jr., 7, and cousin 
Jimmy Hatfield, 10; no fare for children 
under 5-Antonia, 3) and $1.^8 each for a 
"train special" lunch at the Grand Imperial 
Hotel in Silverton. 


For a week, the cost was just over $200— 


including soda pop for the kids. A double 
room in a motel, including extra beds for the 
youngsters, was $9 a night. Meals averaged 
about $15 a day (top grade Western steaks 
usually are $3 or less); $20 went for gasoline 
for 1,000 miles of side trips. Items like the 
train ride made up the balance. (Of course, 
gasoline from home to Durango and back 
is not included.) 


Durango, 6,505 feet up, sits in a bowl of 


snow-capped 
(even in summer) 
Rocky 


Mountain peaks, some as lofty as 14,000 feet. 
As the narrow-gauge, yellow-painted train 
labors uphill (it climbs 3,000 feet in 45 
miles), along the canyon of the River of Lost 
Souls, the tourist drinks in breath-taking 
views of rocky grandeur. Occasionally the 
train stops to let a camera-bug record a par- 
ticularly impressive panorama. 


In Silverton, the Clarks got an even better 


view of the Rockies, and at Telluride, a min-

Grand Imperial, for instance, has a "mining 
museum" including a 70-year-old slot ma- 
chine. On the train, in the towns, or near the 
mines (which they were invited to visit), the 
family found Coloradans delighted to spin 
stories-real or fictitious—of the area's brawl- 
ing past. 


The outdoors lures most tourists (includ- 


ing the President) to Colorado, and the 
Clarks were no exception. Some of the 
slate's hest trout fishing is found near Duran- 
go, and Jackson took tackle and creel to such 
locally recommended spots as Pine River 
and Vallecito Creek. For a non-resident fish- 
ing license, he paid $3; the kids were allowed 
to try their luck for nothing. 


Swimming also attracted the family. Be- 


sides the sparkling-if cold-mountain waters, 
they found warm mineral waters at Pagosa 
Springs, 63 miles away, and Ouray, 70 miles. 
Horses were available at $7 a day, and Jack- 
son and the boys spent one day cantering 
around the hillsides close to Durango. 


But most of their lime was spent in side 


trips—to the uranium mines near Nucla, 
down the Million Dollar Highway (so called 
because, according to legend, its base con- 
tains gold ore); to the headquarters of the 
wealthy Ute Indians at Ignacio; to Gem Vil- 
lage, where semiprecious mountain stones are 
shaped into jewelry. 


Durango has been attracting more and 


more tourists since the war ended. (A new 
paved highway and Frontier Airlines service 
arc responsible.) The Clarks found that, 
although the 10,000-square-mile area doesn't 
become crowded, its limited lodgings do fill 
up quickly. It's best, they learned, to make 
reservations, particularly during July and 
August. (For a list of motels and prices, write 
Durango Chamber of Commerce, Durango, 
Colo.) For best seats on the train ride, 
reservations are important, too. (Address: 
Denver and Rio Grande Western Railroad, 
1531 Stout St., Denver, Colo.) 


And if you're driving, the main highway 


from the east is Route 160. Winding over 
10,000-foot mountain passes, it's a rugged 
trip, but a spectacular one. And at the end of 
the road lies a vacation you—like the Clarks— 
should enjoy.

HOLLYWOOD. 


Most young movie aclors cannot act. They are 
pleasant or interesting personalities whose charm 
and sex appeal are coaxed out of them by directors. 
Occasionally, however, a young actor appears on 
the movie lots who is blessed with genius. Such—by 
all present indications—is James Byron Dean,' a 
quiet, moody, sandy-haired farm boy of 24 from 
Fairmount, Ind. 


Dean is currently starring in the film version of 


John Steinbeck's novel, East of Eden. His perform- 
ance in this money-minting production, directed by 
I-lia Kazan, has aroused more praise-and conlro- 
versy-in the movie colony than any other single 
performance in years. 


On the strength of this one film, Jimmy has been 


signed to a five-year, non-exclusive contract by 
Warner Brothers. He already has been cast opposite 
Elizabeth Taylor in the upcoming film of Kdna 
l-'erner's best-selling novel, Giant. He has also been 
assigned the lead in Kt-hcl Without H Cinixt; a 
drama about juvenile delinquency. Reputedly these 
arc the studio's two most valuable properties. 'In 
addition, his $ 1,200-a-wcck salary is being hiked, 
and nearly every studio is begging to get him for 
a picture. 


In film circles such a quick rise never goes un- 


challenged. Dean's detractors admit he can act- 
"only," they smile, "he acts like Marlon Brando, 
both on and olT the screen. He's an affected, neu- 
rolic nonconformist." 


As evidence they point to these facts: Jimmy 


dresses like an unmade bed; lives in a one-room, 
$30-a-month garage apartment; roars to work on 
a high-powered motorcycle. "You can sit with Dean 
all afternoon," one publicity man told me, "and 
he won't open his mouth. He's worse than Brando, 
who at least is articulate." 


"A few months ago," another ^informant re- 


ported, "Dean went back to Indiana, where he was 
raised on a farm by an uncle and aunt after his 
mother died when he was 8. He brought a magazine 
photographer with him. One day Jimmy escorted 
the photographer to the town's mortuary; there he 
leaped into a casket, crossed his arms over his chest 
and shouted 'Shoot away!' What a weird sense of 
humor!" 


On meeting Dean, one finds many of these stories 


hard to believe; more than anything, he looks like 
a college sophomore. He stands only 5'8", weighs 
155, wears glasses to'correct his nearsightcdncss, 
dresses casually in slacks, sweaters and riding boots. 
His Hollywood apartment looks as though a hurri- 
cane had just hit it, with clothes scattered on the 
floor, motorcycle helmets and recording machines 
strewn about. "The artist's work comes first," he 
explains. "Everything else is bunk.'

Atoms at work—for YOU 


energy is working wonders in your life. And some of its jobs will astonish you 


of adults suffering from osteoarthritis 
and gallstones. 


The vegetable got itself reappraised 


when researchers put radioactive mate- 


rjal5_callcd radioisotopes—into a batch 
of spinach. (The radioisotopes send oil 
rays which can be detected on Geiger 
counters; by tracking these rays, the re- 
searchers could trace the spinach as it 
flowed through a human body.) Watch- 
ing spinach "in action" for the first 
time, the researchers saw that it did 
deposit iron in the body—as mothers 
have been telling children since time 
immcmorial-but that it also tended to 
steal body calcium. 


To the scientists, this was both good 


and bad. The good side: Victims of 
osteoarthritis and gallstones have a high 
—too high—amount of calcium in their 
bodies. Feed them spinach, figured the 
researchers, and you'll cut down on 
their excess calcium. 


Reports Dr. Charles F. Gescheckter 


of Georgetown Medical School: "We 
have treated a number of cases of osteo- 
arthritis by asking them to cat spinach, 
whether frozen, canned or raw, at least 
once a day, five days a week, and to re- 
strict the quantity of eggs, milk and 
cheese [all rich in calcium] in the diet. 
A remarkable improvement occurs in 
one to two weeks in many of these 
patients." 


But what's sauce for older adults is 


not sauce for younger children, adds 
Dr. Gescheckter. "It is the old people, 
who won't bother to eat spinach, that 
need it," he says. "Young people should ' 
not cat it because it competes with their 
bones for precious calcium." 


That bit of spade work on spinach is 


only one small job of the hundreds that 
atomic energy is performing—day in 
and day out. These jobs fall into three 
broad categories: agricultural, indus- 
trial and medical. 


I-ON THE FARM 


Thanks to the atom, nearly every 


food being grown on U.S. farms today 
is in the process of being made better— 
for the atom is unveiling the most 
tightly guarded secrets of plant life. 
Here's how: at a U.S. Department of 
Agriculture plant in Beltsville, Md., a 
dozen workers are turning out radio- 
active fertilizer. Though not harmful to 
humans, the fertilizer, when fed to 
plants, sends back rays that trace its 
course through the plants. From this 
the experts are learning how to use fer- 
tilizer with the least amount of waste

to get the biggest and best crop yields. 


The atom also is bucking up the 


strength of some plants, making them 
more resistant to disease. This is done 
by spraying the plants with atomic rays, 
causing mutations (changes in the 
plant's hereditary makeup). Out of 
these mutations come plants with one 
or more traits differing from those of 
their parents. For example, a new strain 
of oats has been produced that resists 
murderous "oat rust." And a new kind 
of peanut is more than 30 per cent more 
productive than its parents. 


II-IN THE FACTORY 


The atom is doing big things off the 


farm, too. Of the 2,400 U.S. organiza- 
tions and institutions now employing it, 
more than half are industrial concerns. 


And they're all getting their money's 
worth. Said an Atomic Energy Com- 
missioner recently: "I believe the pres- 
ent savings-and I emphasize present 
savings—through the use of radioiso- 
topes ... are in the order of $100 mil- 
lion a year." 


About one-third of that sum is being 


saved because the atom is the sharpest- 
eyed inspector in industrial history. It 
can measure the thickness and density 
of materials to a degree never before 
known. Yet it does the job simply and 
quickly. A source of radioactivity—a 
"beta gauge"-is put on one side of the 
material and a Geiger counter on the 
other; the strength of the rays coming 
through the material gives an exact 
measure of its thickness.

car because of the atom's eagle eye. 
Previously, tire makers never could 
make the fabric underneath the rubber 
treads exactly even in thickness. Now 
the atom makes this fabric even, pro- 
ducing a better-balanced tire that wears 
evenly all the way around, thus lasts 
longer. 


The atom is checking on your ciga- 


rettes, insuring that every one is fully 
and evenly packed with tobacco. It's in- 
specting the engine blocks of many 
1955 cars, functioning like an X ray 
to peer into the metal and discover any 
inner flaws. (The atom gets the call 
over X rays for this job because X-ray 
machines are bulky; the A-ray device 
is less ponderous, sometimes is small 
enoug!. :o be carried in one hand.) 


Your new car will be running up 


more miles without a "ring job" be- 
cause new engine oils have been de- 
veloped by radioactive "tracer" tests. 
Example: after cylinder piston rings 
were made radioactive, different kinds 
of motor oils were put in the cylinders. 
The oils that stayed free from radio- 
activity the longest — and thus were 
keeping the piston rings'whole — were 
tagged the best and put on the market. 


Petroleum and atoms mix in other 


ways. In the Big Inch and other large 
pipelines used to ship oil across the 
country 
underground, 
radioisotopes 


now ride with the oil. Previously, when 
a shipment of crude oil was being sent 
through the pipe and a batch of refined 
oil was following after, the men at the 
end of the pipe would have to sample 
the oil constantly to make sure it was 
being channeled into separate storage 
tanks.

with the oil send off rays that ring a 
hell as they enter the pipe's terminal, 
warning the men that a different grade 
of oil is coming in. The men promptly 
switch it to another tank, thus saving 
time and wasted oil. 


For the ladies, the atom has helped 


make better washing machines. Dirt 
has been made radioactive, run through 
the machines; by tracking the dirt, the 
experts are able to tighten up the ma- 
chines, make them more efficient. And 
cosmetic makers have made lipstick 
radioactive in tests to be sure it's kiss- 
arid smear-proof. 


IH-IN THE HOSPITALS 


But the atom has scored its biggest 


headlines — except for its menacing 
mushrooms at Hiroshima and Yucca 
Flat - in the field of medicine. Its spe- 
cial target has been cancer. Radioac- 
tive isotopes arc used today as a mat- 
ter of common practice to burn out 
cancerous tissue. In some cases an 
"isotope gun" shoots radioactive "bul- 
lets" into the tissue; in others the radio- 
isotope is mixed with a substance and 
cither injected into the patient or given 
by mouth (the famed radioactive 
"cocktail"). 


Besides such full-time jobs, the atom 


also has been called on in emergencies. 
Last winter it was on guard on the 
highest Rocky Mountain peaks, send- 
ing out signals from unmanned stations 
to tell the depth of winter snows; these 
figures gave engineers the data to pre- 
dict accurately the spring run-offs, pre- 
vent floods. 


And two days before last Christmas, 


a church in Oak Ridge, Tcnn., sprang 
a leak in its heating system. The leak 
svas somewhere underneath the cement 
floor of the basement. It had to be 
located and repaired in 36 hours, or 
Christmas Eve services would have to 
be canceled. 


Normally it takes two weeks just to 


locate such a leak, but this was Oak 
Ridge-the first "atomic town." Radio- 
isotopes, rushed from nearby labs, were 
put into the heating system and tracked 
through the pipes under the floor with 
Gcigcr counters. "Where the isotopes 
stop flowing," the scientists told the 
workmen, "is where you start digging." 


The Christmas Eve services went on 


as scheduled.

Dues he (or she)

minutes on end, and think you're 
unreasonable when you ask lo 
use the phone for a business call? 
Good! 
If you have answered 


yes to those questions, it's likely 
that you have a very happy, well- 
adjusted 
thirtocnager 
in 
the 


house. 


A thirteenager is a person who 


can 
be 
delightful, perplexing, 


paradoxical, aggravating, lovable 
and 
fascinating 
at 
the same 


time. They are sophisticated and 
grown-up one minute and small 
boys and girls the next. They 
need and want love and outward 
signs of affection just as much 
as their small brothers and sis- 
ters. 


Perhaps one of the most sig- 


nificant similarities between 13- 
year-old boys and girls is the fact 
that they are always hungry. 
From a thirlecnagers' point of 
view it would be a good idea to 
keep 
a 
larder stocked 
with 


c r a c k e r s , cookies, cake, ice 
cream, 
peanut 
butter, 
candy, 


popcorn, apples and ginger ale to 
meet all emergencies. 


TIIEKE ARE TIMES when a 


thirtecnage girl wilt forget en- 
tirely about home bal!:ing in any 
form. Showers after gym serve 
the purpose. But there are other 
limes when taking a bath be- 
comes a rituai seldom seen out- 
side the movies. A supply of 
deodorants, powders, c r e a m s , 
eyelash curlers, hair removers, 
bath salts and powder puffs is 
ceremoniously arrayed 
on the 


bathroom sink and Ihe bathroom 
itself will be occupied for at least 
two hours while the punctilious 
observance takes place.

part. They don't mean to be un- 
tidy; they take the easiest course 
of action because it is easy. They 
will worry about personal and 
emotional problems which di-

Thirtcenagcrs 
seem 
to 
fool 


that their parents are old-fash- 
ioned and should remember the 
French Revolution or al least 
the Civil War from first-hand 
experience. The fact Ihat daddy 
was a popular man-aboul-town in 
the 1930s, and mother jitter- 
bugged with the best of them at 
that time still makes il incon- 
ceivable that love and/or sex 
ever entered the lives of either 
p a r e n t . Therefore, viewpoints 
parents might have on these 
topics arc sometimes questioned. 
If mothers and dads will think 
back a few years they might re- 
member how they regarded their 
parents' opinions in those mat- 
ters! 


"Going steady" often implies to 


a parent the beginning of en- 
gagement, marriage, grandchil- 
dren and the care thereof. To a 
thirteenagcr it may be a phase in 
the boy-girl relationship—a mark 
of popularity satisfying the basic 
desire to be sought after. As a 
matter of fact, one 13-year-old 
girl was recently overheard to 
say, "Oh, I've gone steady three 
times this week!" 


GOING STEADY does not nec- 


essarily mean going anywhere or 
doing anything. It often means 
nothing more than walking to 
school together, sharing desserts 
al lunch time and walking home 
from school together. 


Thirtecnagers want and need 


recognition. A 13-year-old girl 
said to her parents not long ago, 
'J.I seems that only bad kids get 
written up in the papers." She 
went on to say that she was 
afraid that some older people 
might look at her and think she 
was bad, too, because she was a 
teenager. M o s t 
thirleenagers 


want to be rccogni/ed. When a 
girl runs up to a crowd of girls 


on the school grounds, shouting, 
"Hey, you guys . . .*" her mother 
might wonder if she'll ever grow 
up to be a lady. This behavior 
actually means nothing more 
than 
tiic fact 
that the 
girl 


wanted to be noticed and given 
attention. A baby crys for at- 
tention; an adult seeks perfection 
in u certain field; a thirloenager 
may become loud and boisterous 
in order to bo noticed. It is 
really part of growing up. 


Most thirteenagcrs uphold a 


cool hostility towards younger 
brothers and sisters. This often 
encourages undesirable charac- 
ter traits to show themselves in 
those younger editions. Parents 
often wail, "Why can'l you get 
along? Play together—have fun 
together—you're 
brolhcrs 
and 


sisters, remember." The point is 
that a thirtccnager is worlds 
apart from prc-adolesconl chil- 
dren. They seem to have less in 
common actually (ban a 13-year- 
old and his parents. 


THE QUESTION was put lo • 


group of 13-year-old girls, "What 
is your biggest problem?" 
At 


once, and almosl in the same 
breath, they answered, "Being 
popular!" Thirtcenagers arc not 
really old enough lo have out- 
grown all childhood fickleness. 
They still become mad at, and 
make up, with friends at a raid 
that 
astounds 
grown 
people. 


However, being one of the crowd 
is such, an important problem 
that it explains many common 
incidents that often perplex and 
annoy mothers. 


"All the girls are wearing 


Lanamerc socks. I've just got lo 
get some," or "All the boys are 
wearing those new wool slacks. 
I've got to gel a pair," are typi- 
cal statements every parent of a 
llui-teenagcr has heard ut one 
time 
or 
another. 
What 
the 


youngster is really saying is, "I 
want to look like my friends so 
I'll ho accepted as one of the 
group." Thirtcenagcrs arc criti- 
cal of one another and are wary 
of those who arc different from

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WF YOU'D LIKE to retire for a 


while from the harried and 


somewhat baffled age of atoms 
and jets to a peaceful, secluded 
world of b i r d s—particularly 
hummingbirds, try a trip to the 
Tucker Wild Bird Sanctuary in 
Modjeska Canyon, 16 miles east 
of Orange in the Santa Ana 
Range. Some years ago, when 
owned by B. F. Tucker of Long 
Bench, | the spot was nationally 
famous as the largest humming- 
bird headquarters in the entire 
country. 


Because of Dorothy May Tuck- 


er's love for birds. Tucker in 
eight years attracted literally 
thousands of the darting, irides- 
cent birdlels who stayed, nested 
and multiplied under ideal con- 
ditions on the beautifully wooded 
acres of "Oakwood." 


Now, the California Audubon 


Society, to whom Tucker deeded 
the property in 1939, is restoring 
the rendezvous. Each year since 
active work was begun in 1951, 
more and more of the six Califor- 
nia species have arrived. By the 
use of a new and ingenious 
bolUe-lype inverted feeder, at- 
tendants have brought the num- 
ber of daily visitors up to sev- 


eral hundred. Mr. Tucker believes 
that in five years myriads of 
hummers will live at Oakwood 
again. 


IOU MAY PHOTOGRAPH the 


birds if you visit the sanctuary 
in the middle of the week. 


The birds are viewed from a 


screened observation porch built 
into a cabin. 
Twenty or more 


feeders filled with red-colored 
syrup bring in the zooming, oscil- 
lating feathered bombshells. They 
sip from bent tubes and perch or 
poise on the fop of the bottle and 
the surface tension keeps it from 
running out. 


The Anna, Costa and black- 


chinned hummingbirds are the 
species seen in summer; in the 
fall and spring come the migra- 
tory Rufous, Allon and tiny Cal- 
liope on their way from points 
north down into Mexico and back 
again through the mountains. 
The Anna is the only permanent 
resident of- Southern California. 


HUMMERS PERFORM in the 


main ring of the bird circus; the 
sideshow on a long tray with 24 
compartments, below and beyond 
the bottles, is just as interesting. 
Here come the other wild birds 
in 
considerable 
numbers and 


many species. 
Quail, mourning 


doves, California thrashers, acorn 
woodpeckers, black-headed gros- 
' beaks, 
towhees, 
songsparrows 


and scrub jays are the most com- 
mon in summer. You may also 
see house wrens, the Bewick 
wren, hooded orioles, handsome 
western tanagers, the shy wren- 
tit or perhaps a black phaino- 
pepla in the tops of the trees 
near the parking place. Two ad- 
ditional trays and the ground arc 
used for more food. Each square 
'in the long tray contains a sepa- 
rate kind of bird delicacy. It has 
been possible to study the feeding 
habits here by experimentation. 


To reach the sanctuary, drive 


past El Modena and turn east on 
the Santiago Canyon road before 
reaching Irvine Park. 
Pass Ir- 


vine Lake and cross the Santiago 
Creek bridge. Then, 200 yards 
beyond, instead of heading into 
Silverado Canyon, turn right at 
the fork and drive to a small 
grocery store and cross a second 
bridge. 
The route is left into 


Modjcska Canyon. Follow this 
to the end, and stop at the For- 
est Service gate. There is a long 
parking place and a sign "Birds" 
near the "Oakwood" under the 
entrance to the sanctuary. All 
this route is paved, has easy high-

gear grades and is well signed. 


Santiago Creek, that passes 


through the sanctuary, has its 
source near the 
twin 
peaks, 


Modjeska and Santiago; the for- 
mer named for (he famous Polish 
actress who lived just below the 
refuge, in her beloved "Forest of 
Arden." 


It's an historic stream. Caspar 


do Portola, heading the first 
party of white men, came this 
way in July, 176'.). Father Juan 
Crespi of the expedition named 
it. In his journal of July 27 he 
says: "It has willows, grape- 
vines, brambles and other bushes. 
It was given the name ... of the 
patron of the Spnins, Santiago." 


NEAR THK END of the Mod- 


jeska road is a bridge and side 
thoroughfare, with a .sign, "Cross 
at Your Own Pvifk." This is the 
entrance to the former home of 
Madame Helena Modjeska. To 
the north of Oakwood is a huge 
domed rock, Flores Peak, where 
a bamb't involved in a murder 
and robbery in San Juan Capis- 
trano jumped on horseback from 
the summit and dodged the hang- 
man temporarily. Beyond is the 
Santiago Peak Trail, 15 miles 
and 5,691 feet to the top. 


An extensive research program 


has brought much knowledge 
about the feeding habits of the 
feathered residents and migrants 
at the sanctuary. The path leads 
to the cabin, over a carpet to 
deaden sound; past an enormous 
oak stump. When it fell in 1952, 
the forester estimated its age as 
700 years; it was the second 
largest in the Santa Ana Moun- 
tains and was. frequented by the 
coastal Indians for centuries. 


At the observation porch it is 


easy to watch the birds at close 
range. 
Above the screen is a 


list of the different kinds of bird 
feed in the compartments, each 
numbered. 


As visitors 
tiptoe 
into the 


tube, wing?: whii ring all the time, 
and finally lights on the curved 
wire and takes a long sip. Two 
Costas, 
with lavender gorgets, 


dart in to cat; then a black- 
chinned, distinctive with its dark 
head 
and 
white 
collar—until 


there are a dozen of them, bril- 
liant against the laboratory-like 
row of inverted bottles; red be- 
cause coloring matter is added to 
the syrup. 


Two vnliey quail arc busy in 


square No. 1 of tlm long tray; 
the hen scratch. They kick out 
backward, their topknots bob- 
bing, just like a couple of future 
fryers in a country back yard! 
Other quail strut into the peanut 
hearts compartment until there 
are six. If watchers make no 
quick movement and do not talk 
too much they will stay until sat- 
isfied. Four fawn-colored mourn- 
ing doves are sampling the suet. 
Over in the sunflower seed^box a 
black-headed grosbeak, red and 
ebony, a tropical visitor, cracks 
the large seeds in his strong beak 
with ease. Dark C a l i f o r n i a 
thrashers, with curved long bills, 
wander around from one square 
to 
another. An acorn wood- 


pecker, attacker of telephone 
poles, examines the walnuts and 
may be planning to do a rat-tat- 
tat on the porch beams, 


ON THK GROUND, such wild 


birds as titmice, brown and spot- 
ted towhces and songsparrows in- 
vestigate bugs and stray seeds. 
A nicker flics among the swing- 
ing birdhouses, from one great 
live oak to another, showing red 
underneath.

Azusa, where Azusa now stands, 
appealed for help from Los An- 
geles to hold off the redskins. 


In 1849, the Prefect of Los

ammunition to combat the "dep- 
redations of Indian horse thieves 
and other evil disposed persons." 


California's Indian past was 


often as bloody and desperate as 
anything dreamed of in Holly- 
wood. 
Indians raided all the 


ranches in Southern California, 
ranches now occupied by Long 
Beach, Santa Barbara, San Diego 
and even the romance factories 
of Hollywood 
or Disney's new 


layout in Anaheim. At one time 
it was as dnring to live in South- 
ern California as it was to live 
anywhere 
on 
the 
Southwest 


frontier. 


The Missions attracted :i great 


many converts but: there were 
many Indians who simply didn't 
like Christian ways. 
The latter 


would come down from the hills 
and mountains and try to kii! as 
many non-Indians as they could. 
Then, too, Indian converts would 
change their minds about be- 
ing Christians and take over the 
Missions after killing anyone who 
disagreed with them. 


AFTER A TIMK the Mission 


authorities got 
matters 
under 


control as far as most of the 
California 
Indians 
were 
con- 


cerned. There were other tribes 
from the Colorado River country 
who were not so agreeable. They 
looked at the growing herds of 
horses in California with a fond 
eye. 
They then started raiding. 


They did not hesitate to steal

every horse in sight. When they 
wished to avoid battle they would 
leave the horses that were tied 
to hitching rails in front of ranch 
houses. The horses were driven 
cast to be sold to immigrants or 
the 
settlements 
around 
Salt 


Lake. 


THE HAIDERS were Paiulcs, 


Mojaves and Ules from east of 
the Colorado River and a scat- 
tering of California tribes from 
this side of the river. 


The Ules were probably the 


most troublesome. 
They were 


proud people from the Colorado 
Plateau. 
Wakera was one of 


their great c h i e f s and an un- 
pleasant sort of person. As an 
example he offered to sell sev- 
eral Indian slave children to a 


party of Mormons. 
When the 


Saints refused to buy them Wa- 
kera picked up one of the chil- 
dren by the heels and dashed its 
brains out. He then berated the 
Mormons for c r u e l t y on the 
grounds that if the purchase had 
been made the child would not 
have died. 


He appeared in the San Ber- 


nardino region in the mid-forties. 
He had a number of squaws and 
warriors with him but said his 
intentions were peaceful — that 
he wanted to trade and trap. He 
looked over the land and then 
made off with several hundred 
head of stock. 
A company of 


men \v."nt in pursuit and caught 
up with him in the desert. The 
Indians kept the horses and the

1C this is so, stretch new strips 
of webbing taut across the chair 
and tack at each end, then re- 
place springs.

h o u s e can use the w e b b i n g 
stretcher to pull the webbing 
and hold it taut while you tack 
I he ends to the frame. Replace 
front-to-back strips of webbing 
first, then weave cross-strips in. 


In recovering, you will find it 


easiest to work on the various 
parts of the chair in the follow- 
ing order: Seat, inside arms, in- 
side back, outside arms, outside 
back, trim. 


As you measure and cut the 


various layers of cloth, remem- 
ber to use the old pieces as pat- 
terns. 
Each material when ap- 


plied to the chair s h o u l d be 
stretched tight and attached se- 
curely. First the coverings are 
basic-lacked (driving lacks only 


part way in) and then, afler any 
necessary adjustments to assure 
evenness, permanently tacked. 


Since two or more layers of 


cloth will be tacked to the same 
wood area of your chair it is im- 
portant that you stagger rows of 
tacks so that the frame is not 
split.

Neither the United States nor 
Mexico have any qualms about 
this tiny, peaceful community lo- 
cated only GO miles below the 
United Stales international bor- 
der at Tijuana, Baja California. 


The village of Guadalupc lies 


about 15 miles 
off. 
the 
main 


highway from Tijuana to En- 
senada and a dirt and gravel 
rot,d leading to the valley turns 
off to the left from a point be- 
yond the Halt-Way House, about 
50 miles below Tijuana. 
The 


road is passable for any automo- 
bile in dry weather. It was cut 
through by the Mexican gov- 
ernment over the protests of the 
Russians who believed that a 
simple mule trail was sufficient 
for their needs in netting their 
crops to market. 
They feared 


interruption of Iheir solitude by 
government officials and tax col- 
lectors. 


In fact, government oppression 


by conscription and heavy tax 
assessments to further the Im- 
perial Czar's aggressive schemes 
drove the Russians from their 
native land in the first place. 
Their first step was to with- 
draw from Ihe Russian Orthodox 
Church, band into sects such as 
Mennonites, 
mihhobors, 
Molli- 


cans and Malakans, to name a 
few. 
Each sect differed slightly 


but all had two things in com- 
mon: Tax payments and army 
service were refused. 
In 1901, 


when the C/.nr's forces seized 
the village grain supply and the 
young men in a small village 
near the Turkish border, flog- 
ging the old men as an object 
lesson, 
the 
entire village, all 


members of the Malakan sect, 
packed their meager belongings 
and fled to the United States. 
They first settled near I,os An- 
geles, but soon decided that dis- 
trict 
was 
"too immoral" for 


raising 
children 
and 
accepted 


isolated 
sanctuary 
offered 
by 


Mexico in Guadalupc Valley. 


Because their religion forbade 


Ihe owning of land, they secured 
long term leases on thousands of 
acres and settled down to live 
their lives in the Russian fash- 
ion and raise tlieir children and 
crops in peace. 


The young men work in the 


fields and camp by their ploughs 
far from the village in the Rus- 
sian style. 
The old men hang 


around the village doing the so- 
called skilled labor. If a man has 
a couple of sons over 14 or so 
he never goes to the fields at 
all. Instead, he grinds the wheat 
at home, works in his blacksmith 
shop and putters around the 
place until 
firm- for afternoon 


tea with the other "oldsters" of 
the village. 


On the women, the same as in 


1he homeland, falls the burden 
of the work. Not only must they 
raise large families, but must 


also raise all garden produce 
necessary for the family table. 
They bake their own bread, feed 
c-.nd tend 
flocks of geese 
and 


ducks, mills the family cows and 
goats, make rlieese, butcher the 
family 
meat 
supply and 
tan 


leather for the family boots. 


Until a 
few years ago the 


women wove homespun cloth on 
hand looms after washing, comb- 
ing and spinning raw wool. They 
also made the felt boots worn 
by the entire family. In recent 
years the men have discovered 
that clothing ean be purchased 
cheaply 
in Knsenndii and 
Ti- 


juana and this frees the women 
for labor in the fields. 


The sect is very religious and 


in the early days all the Russian 
rites were strictly adhered to. 
The life of the village revolved 
around 
the 
church; 
smoking, 


drinking (hard liquor.) and danc- 
ing were forbidden. 
The Mala- 


kans continued to wear Russian 
clothing and retained the ancient 
costumes of their homelands. 


Old maids and bachelors do 


not exist for the families ar- 
range early marriages for all 
children between 
the ages of 


14 and 20. In accordance with 
a centuries-old custom, the boy 
and girl have to be of the same 
age. 
Inter-marriage 
with 
the 


Mexicans was strictly forbidden. 


In 39:!0, Jack Dempscy built 


a large resort hotel and gam- 
bling "casino at Knsenada and a 
white Russian, Daniel for short, 
was hired to decorate it. When 
Daniel heard of the Russian Col- 


Russian - inscribed grave 
marker in Guadalupe Val- 
ley; may be symbolic ol 
colony's gradual decline.

from contracting diseases, such 
as common colds. 


In most instances, it is not 


peanuts that cause the most 
trouble but undigestible articles 
such 
as 
nails, razor 
blades, 


broken glass, paper clips, rubber 
balls, rocks and even lighted 
cigars and cigarettes. 
Perkins 


reported that all of these items 
were found in the cages at his 
zoo. 


The Chicago zoo had a female 


elephant that would eat prac- 
tically anything. When she died 
pieces of coal and bottle caps 
were found in her stomach. 


C. N. BALDWIN, director of 


the 
San 
Francisco 
Zoological 


Gardens, said that his zoo for- 
bids feeding of only the giraffe 
and chimpanzees. He lias ob- 
served that the western zoos al- 
low visitors to feed the animals, 
whereas eastern zoos, as a rule, 
prohibit this practice. 
Never- 


theless, one to three animals die 
each year at the San Francisco 
Zoo from 
overfeeding by the 


public. 


Feeding of animals requires 


accurate zoological and dietary 
knowledge which the zoo visitor 
does 
not have. Animals, like 


human beings, arc fussy when it 
comes to food and how it is 
served. 


Every animal in a well-kept 


zoo has a feeding chart — a rec- 
ord of the foods consumed by an 
individual a n i in a 1 for a given 
week. 


So—the next lime you go to 


the zoo, don't feed the animals!

side, stretched tight and tacked 
to outside surfaces of chair sup- 
ports. 


SO THAT T A C K S will not 


show in the finished chair, the 
final cover of the outside arms 
and outside back are blind tacked 
at tho top of the arms and back. 
To blindtack, let t h e material 
drape over the lop of the arm 
or back with reverse side show- 
ing. Place a cardboard s t r i p 
about one-half inch wide over the 
top edge of the fabric at the top 
of the arm (or back) where the 
fabric should he attached. Tack 
t h r o u g h the cardboard, then 
stretch the fabric down over the 
cardboard strip and tack bottom 
edge of fabric und'?r the seat 
rails. 


A f t e r each section has been 


covered with your wool fabric, 
finishing touches will he to cover 
seams at the front of the arms 
and along the sides of the back 
with the welts which you ordered 
from an upholsterer or made 
y o u r s e l f .

CAMERA ANGLE 
Try a Trick or Two!

Y EVKNtNUS SKKW to 
us to be the ideal time for 


trying something now and differ- 


ent, 
for experimenting and find- 


ing new interests. 
And today 


we've got a suggestion to pa.ss 
along — trick photography. 


Don't think for a minute that 


t r i c k photography's something 
for the experts — the box cani- 
cra crowd can have their fun 
with it, too. As a mailer of fact, 
much of trick picture taking is 
merely a matter of making mis- 
takes on purpose. 


One of the easiest and most 


effective varieties of trick pho- 
tography is baaed on that fa- 
miliar snapshooting gremlin, the 
d o u b l e exposure. 
Most of us 


know all too well how to do 
this when we don't wanl to, but 
now we'll tell you how lo do it 
for fun. 


First of all, you have to put 


your camera on a tripod or other 
solid support, because these have 
to be time exposures. 
Camera 


movement would spoil the trick 
in this case. 


To take a picture like the one 


we've used to illustrate today's 
column, set up your table where 
you can have a plain dark back- 
ground. One way to a c h i e v e 
this is to put it in front of a 
door which is opened into a dark- 
ened room. 
Place your subject 


in the first position. Snap the 
picture. Then, without winding 
the film, move her to the next 
position and snap another pic- 
ture, and so on, if you want her 
in the picture a third limo. 
Tie 


careful not to move the table. 
It lias to be in the same position 
for each exposure.

Transplants Fill a Garden Bill 


Soil should bo iirmed thoroughly about the roots of a 
seedling alter it has been set into place in the garden.

AY IS THE MONTH of ris- 
ing temperatures, a. time 


when plants grow with increased 
vigor, many varieties breaking 
into bloom 
almost 
over-night. 


This is an excellent month for 
planting 
established 
seedlings. 


Both annuals and perennials are 
available with do/ens of varieties 
now on display at garden supply 
dealers. 


The seedlings are usually of- 


fered in regulation nursery flats 
which 
contain 
!!00 
individual 


plants. 
1C they're on display you 


may be sure it's the correct 
planting time. Those transplants 


may stait to bloom just a short 
time after being planted. 


The soil should be prepared 


before bringing the plants home 
from the nursery as they should 
be 
planted immediately. 
The 


roots must not dry out or the 
sensitive seedlings may suffer a 
serious set-back. It is advisable 
to 
incorporate liberal 
quanti- 


ties of American peat with the 
soil. 
American peat is clean, 


easy to use and economical. Just 
three per cent of it mixed with 
the soil will increase produc- 
tivity. The material is especial- 
ly valuable during the summer 
season for it absorbs up to 600 
times its own weight in water.

These last growing an- 


nual? have been a popular choice 
in hundicds of local gardens for 


many years. Practically all va- 
rieties are now wilt-resistant so 
you need not worry about losing 
the mature plants to this dread 
disease.

Fill your summer garden with 


petunias and you'll have blooms 
for months at a time. Few plants 
are as persistent in their bloom- 
ing habits as the ever-popular 
petunia.

plants back rather sharply next 
fall. 
You'll be amazeds at how 


bushy they'll become during the 
winter 
months.

Nor should you forget the sin-

such as marigold gigantea which 
grows to three feet and bears 
flowers from five to six inches in 
diameter. For the smaller gar- 
den site try the Double Dwarf 
Harmony hybrids, a variety that 
usually keeps under one foot in 
height and produces flowers .just 
about two inches across.

in good condition for your plants 
are going to do a lot more drink- 
ing during the next few months.

The 
fuchsia is native to Central and 
South America, Mexico and the 
West Indies. Those geographical 
areas will readily indicate the 
type of growing conditions the 
fuchsia needs: Humidity, partial 
shade, moistiuV and lots of food. 


In California these conditions 


are best met along the coast; al- 
though, as a contradiction 
to 


this, some varieties of fuchsiiis 
do very well in the interior val- 
leys of the state. The proper 
varieties must, be selected 
for 


culture in the valleys and should 
be given protection, a lath or 
the overhanging branches of a 
large tree. 


FUCHSIAS may U- planted as 


upright shrubs, against trellises, 
trailing in a rock garden or over 
a sloping area, in hanging bas- 
kets, or climbing. For the ideal 


I fuchsia-growing area, the coastal 


locales, try Blue Flame (violet, 
blue and rose) or Mauve Beauty 
(lilac, rose and red) as your bush 
varieties. In the interior areas 
of the slate some good bush se- 
lections are California (orange- 
red and coral) 
and Guinevere 


(orchid-blue and white). 


Grown against trellises Lucky 


Strike (blue, rose and pink) and 
Patty Evans (white, pink and 
rose) 
are 
excellent. 
Trailing 


fuchsias can be used well in rock 
gardens, over walls and in hilly 
areas.

•"• periences that rival the re- 
wards, in self-satisfaction and ac- 
tual worth, of a well cared for 
vegetable garden. 
Many such 


plants can be grown from seed 
in your own yard. 


Some of the summer vegeta- 


bles require a longer growing pe- 
riod and also more initial care 
than others. It is usually more 
economical to p u r c h a s e such 
plants as transplants from your 
local garden supply centers. 


The vegetable plants in this 


category are tomatoes, peppers, 
egg plant and celery. 
In addi- 


tion are lettuce and members of 
the cabbage f a m i l y , broccoli, 
Brussels sprouts, cabbage a n d 
cauliflower, which are also avail- 
able in most areas. 


Tomatoes should be p l a c e d 


deeper in the ground than the 
plants were in the flat. 
Plant 


two foot apart and allow three 


that, apply fertilizer during the 
main growing and blooming sea- 
son, always making sure the soil 
is moist beforehand and that 
w.aler is given after the feeding. 


Generally s p e a k ing, healthy 


fuchsias arc relatively free of 
insects and diseases. If you have 
any trouble, the California As- 
sociation of Nurserymen recom- 
mends that you use the same 
sprays on the fuchsias that you 
are using on your other garden 
plants. To protect against frost 
in the interior 
valleys of the 


state, pile a mound of coarse 
sand or peat against the main 
stems of the bushes. Or you can 
take up 
Hie nearly 
dormant 


plants 
bare-rooted 
and 
place 


them lenylh-wisc in a shallow 
trench and 
cover 
with sandy 


soil.

feet between rows. Irrigate the 
plants well in trenches between 
the rows. 
As the plants grow 


taller place four stakes around 
each plant and tie strips of cloth 
to these stakes to support the 
plant. Once the blooms appear 
care must be taken to water only 
when the plants begin to wilt or 
the fruit will not set. 


Pepper plants should also be 


set deeper in the ground than 
they were in the flat. 
Irrigate 


in t r e nches and set plants 18 
inches apart in rows and allow 
two feet between rows.

pers arc similar to tomatoes in 
that they should not be over- 
watered once the bloom sets or 
the fruit will not develop. 


Egg plants have s i m i l a r 


growthi habits to peppers, but 
should be planted the same depth 


as they were in the flat. Space 
two feel apart in the row with 
three feet between rows. 


CULKKY, LETTUCE and all 


members of the cabbage family 
require continuous moisture with 
cultivation between irrigations in 
order to aerate the soil. 


This group will not give the 


best results in an area that :s 
too warm. Space celery 10 inches, 
lettuce 10 inches, cabbage 12 
inches apart in rows with 18 to 
24 inches between rows. Brus- 
sels s p r o u t s and cauliflower 
should be spaced 18 inches apart 
in rows with two to three feet 
between rows.

Born to Be a Guardian

T 


HE BULL-MASTIFF was 


evolved for the singular 


purpose of protecting the lives 
of the 19th century gamekeep- 
ers of the largo estates and 
game preserves in England which 
were 
subject 
constantly 
to 


poaching. 
Poachers would al- 


most inevitably try to shoot it 
out with the keepers in hopes 
of escaping rather than facing 
the punishment mclcd out by law 
if apprehended. 


Any number of dog breeds 


were tried out as protectors to 
find one that would would re- 
main silent yet alert, and one 
that was fearless and would at- 
tack on command yet not maul 
the intruder. 


Among the dogs tried were 


the bnlldofr and the mastiff. The 
bulldog of that time was far dif- 
ferent than the gentle pet bull- 
dog of today, and he proved too 
ferocious and too small. 
The 


mastiff 
was 
not 
quite 
fast 


enough and not sufficiently ag- 
gressive. 
A crossing of the two 


breeds produced I he perfect dog 
for the purpose for which he was 
wanted. 


For sonic time, the bull-mastiff 


remained a utilitarian dog, and 
the only steps away from the 
reason for his being were the 
contests in which a muzzled bull- 
mastiff was engaged against a 
man with a restricted size club. 
In no instance could a man hold 
his feet uyuinsl a dog of proven 
worth. 


Naturally the outstanding per- 


formers, both as protectors and 
as contestants, were used most 
frequently for breeding purposes, 
and tliis assured the survival of 
the fittest and produced the best 
conformed dogs. Eventually the 
breed drew the attention of dog 
fanciers in this country. He re- 
ceived AKC recognition in Oc- 
tober ]933. 


A »AI:K KKINDLE bull-mas- 


tiff, 
often 
culled 
the keeper's 


night dog, was preferred during 
the early years of the breed's 
existence because he was not too 
visible. 
However, as the breed 


bounded upward in popularity, 
as was inevitable, a light fawn 
coloring with black muzzle and 
densely colored ears became as 
desirable. 
Today's 
bull-mastiff 


may be either hrindle or fawn, 
with no white points on head or 
body. 


Although born to protect, Ihe 


bull-mastiff possesses a wonder- 
fully even disposition and a great 
deal of affection for both chil- 
dren and adults. He has a good 
scenting ability, is sound, re- 
fined, and beautiful, and needs 
no mutilation to make him so. 
Although his roat is short, he 
can tolerate the harshest kind of 
weather. 
He is a healthy dog, 


needing only a minimum of care, 
and is not as expensive to keep 


as his size would suggest. 
The 


adult male weighs approximately 
11!) pounds, the female about 100 
pounds.

Californians returned witli their 
wounded and dead. 


On one of his raids he left a 


party o£ 15 warriot-s at a spring 
whore he knew his pursuers 
would stop to water their horses. 
Everything worked according to 
p l a n . 
After 
watering 
their 


horses, the Calitornians lay down 
for a short rest. The Utes at- 
tacked and the surviving Cali- 
fornians returned to San Ber- 
nardino on foot. The TJtes had 
taken their horses. 


American military forces came 


into the state and tried to cope 
with the problem. 
A company 


of the Mormon Battalion was 
stationed at Cajon Pass, the fa- 
vorite route of the Indians into 
the desert. There were a num- 
ber of forays and it was during 
one of these engagements that 
they learned of the California 
custom of paying for scalps. This 
law was repealed on the spot as 
far as these soldiers were con- 
cerned when they saw a Cali- 
fornian peel a scalp. 


Wakera 
continued his raids 


right up to the outskirts of Los 
Angeles. 
Abel Stearns led one 


posse and recovered several hun- 
dred head of horses after killing 
ten warriors. 


In 185J, the Mormons built a 


stockade around the city of San 
Bernardino. 
But 
the 
Indians 


kept up their attacks and raids. 


The Ute raids tapered off in 


3855 when Wakera died. 


OTHKlt TiciUKS were as ac- 


tive but not as fierce as the

The Mojuvc and Paiutes 


got in their innings and rode off 
with thousands of head of stock 
leaving dead settlers and burning 
buildings behind them. 


Some 
mining camps 
were 


closed down and no new reloca- 
tions were allowed for weeks at 
a time. The miners had fled be- 
fore the Indians. 


One of the last and most sen- 


sational attacks occurred in 1866 
when the owner of Rancho San 
Pasquale (now the site of Pasa- 
dena) was killed by arrows, to- 
gether with several of his men. 


In all justice to the Indians, 


several of these raids were led 
by white men. Peglcg Smith a 
former mountain man and a 
Blackfoot 
chief, 
led 
several 


parties. On one raid his leg was 
shattered by the bullet of a Cali- 
fornia!!. 
Smith amputated his 


own leg on the trail. 


The Inidans had little reason 


to regard the whites with affec- 
tion. 
They were driven from 


their lands, exploited and mur- 
dered. 
They were regarded as 


less than human. Fremont's at- 
titude was typical of the day. In 
one of his journals he wrote that 
he and his men tried to shoot 
some game and at least one 
"Buck" a day. 


The Indians fought and lost. 


But they won some skirmishes 
and many who know the true 
facts are glad they did.

But unless a person with 
symptoms goes to a qualified heart doctor for diagnosis 
and electro-cardiograms he has no real information on 
which to plan. Often what a person thinks is a heart 
problem is simply an upheaval in his nervous system. 
In either case your life may depend upon knowing 
which it is and in either case, the cure is up to you.

Gen. Summerall, Hero\Porenh of 2 
of World War I, Dies 


WASHINGTON OJJJ) — 


Gen. 
Charles Pelot Sum- 


merall, 88, one of America's 
great field pommanders of 
World War I and Army 
chief of staff from 1926 to 
1930, 
died in Walter Reed 


A r m y Hospital Saturday 
after a long illness. 


His son and daughter-in-law, 


retired Army Col. and Mrs. 
Charles P. Summerall Jr., were 
at the bedside. The general's 
wife died in 194S. 


The funeral will be held at 
2:30 p.m. Tuesday in the chapel 
at Ft. Myer, Va., and burial will 
be in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery. 


Summerall, who had been liv- 
ing in retirement at Aiken, S. C., 
was admitted to Walter Reed last 
August It was reported at the 
time of his admission that he 
was suffering from leukemia. 
OF OLD SCHOOL 
Summerall was a soldier of the 


old school who believed in ram- 
rod discipline and strict military 
courtesy. 
His military career 
spanned 66 years, including serv- 
ice in three campaigns, four 
years as Army chief of staff, and 
22 years as president of the 
citadel in Charleston, S. C., one 
of the nation's oldest and proud- 
est military colleges. 


On his 88th birthday, March 
4, he still was erect and soldier- 
ly In his hearing-, precise In all 
his habits, and Impressively 
dignified In his manner. 
He was born in Lake City, 
Fla., on March 4, 1867. He won 
appointment to West Point, and 
graduated as an Army Lieuten- 
ant in 1892. He fought in the 
Philippines in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, winning two citations 
for gallantry, and led the Amer- 
ican unit that blew open the 
gates to imperial Peking during 
the Boxer Rebellion in China. 
SENT TO FBAXCE 
He was Brigadier general when 


the United States entered World 
War I, and was sent to France 
to command the first- American 
troops to take over a sector of 
the western front. He later com- 
manded the famous "Fighting 
First" Division, and the 1st 
Army Corps, leading the latter 
In the Meuse-Argonne drive in 
the closing days of the war.

Wham! The air was shattered 


by the whining clatter of 150 M-l 
rifles as Easy Company and the 
Long Beach Platoon of the 20th 
Infantry Regiment began the 
most important phase of basic 
Infantry training. 


It was a hard week for Easy's 
soldiers. Every day was spent 
on the range, first firing for fa- 
miliarization, then for 
official 


record. It was out of the sack 
at 4 a. m. each morning. When 
the breaking dawn lighted the 
range sufficiently to see the tar- 
gets, the firing began. 


Fort Ord's K. D. (known dis- 
tance) range is the largest of the 
18 ranges which run for more 
than five miles along the beach 
parallel to Hwy. 1. Firing lines 
are placed at 100, 200, 300, 400 
and 500 yards from the targets. 
Targets are run up on pulleys 
from concrete pits. Behind the 
pits is a high sand dune to stop 
the slugs. 
Firing in two-man teams, the 
trainees fire in prone, sitting, 
kneeling and offhand positions, 
first in slow fire, then rapid fire 


"Squeeze that trigger, don't 


Jerk it!" cried the instructors 
a thousand times. "Like a 
lemon, like a lemon, squeeze!" 
Officers and noncoms of the 
6th Infantry Division Faculty 
Rifle Committee ran up and 
down the lines relaying messages 
telephoned from the pit and 
helping the trainees with their 
positions and firing techniques.

WITHOUT FANFARE 
Segregation Quietly About Native 
Ends in 500 Schools 


NEW YORK <UE>—Segregation has been abolished peacefully 


In 500 schools across the country, the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People reported Saturday. 


Nearly 
250,000 Negro 
and 


white children are 
attending 
classes together in schools that 
formerly were segregated, the 
NAAC said. 


School desegregation has been 


Initiated in the District of Co- 
lumbia and Baltimore, in 2 towns 
In Arkansas, 29 counties in West 
Virginia, 30 communities in Mis- 
souri, 5 towns in Delaware, 6 
cities in Kansas and scattered 
communities in Arizona and New 
Mexico, the organization found. 


The NAACP survey was re- 


leased to mark the first anni- 
versary of the Supreme Court 
ruling outlawing segregation In 
public schools. The ruling was 
made last May 17. 
The 250,000 children attending 


desegregated schools are only a 
minority of the 9,821,000 white 
and 2,397,000 Negro children en- 
rolled in schools in segregated 
areas, the NAACP said. But it 
pointed out that the desegrega- 
tion has been voluntary, because 
the 
Supreme Court 
decision 


found segregation unconstitution- 
al but did not direct any school 
system to desegregate immedi- 
ately. 


Included in the 500 desegre- 


gated schools, the association 
said, are ' those located in four 
of the six communities involved 
in cases ruled on by the Su- 
preme Court. 


"Following the decision, Wash- 


ington, D. C, initiated desegre- 
gation," the report said. "Earlier 
the Topeka, Kans., school board 
voted to 'terminate segregation 
in the elementary schools as rap- 
idly as practicable.' The two 
school districts in the Delaware 
case already had admitted Ne- 
gro pupils in compliance with a 
state 
Supreme Court ruling. 


Only Clarendon County, S. C., 
and Prince Edward County, Va., 
have refused to heed the court's 
decision." 


The report said there had been 


some demonstrations of resist- 
ance that have been widely pub- 
licized — in W h i t e Sulphur 
Springs, W. Va., Milford, Del., 
Baltimore and Washington. 


"However, for every Milford 


Incident, there have been scores 
of unheralded instances of Ne- 
gro children being welcomed 
by their new white schoolmates 
and teachers," the NAACP 
said. 


"Indeed, this has been the rule; 


the hate demonstrations, the ex- 
ception." 


The survey found that parochi- 


al schools, while not subject to 
the court, ruling, have not only 
complied with it but in some 
cases have anticipated it. This 
was' particularly so in Catholic 
schools in Washington and St. 
Louis, the report said. 


Also, in Texas, Oklahoma, Ar- 


kansas, Tennessee, Virginia and 
North Carolina, Catholic schools 
and occasionally P r o t e s t a n t 
schools "opened their doors to 
students without regard to race 
or color." 


Indians in the southwestern 
states have benefited from the 
ruling too, the NAACP said. In- 
dian children are now attending 
public schools in New Mexico 
whereas they previously 
had 


been confined to reservations.

Editorial 
What Long Beach 
Has Given the State 


THERE'S MORE than a touch of irony in the fact that 


- during the coming week while California is cele- 


brating World Trade Week, the city of Long Beach will 
be fighting in a state legislative committee to protect 
its tidelands oil revenue from a proposed state grab. 


The irony is this: 
Long Beach harbor has been a major factor in the 


development of the industrial, agricultural and commer- 
cial wealth of Southern California. The entire state has 
benefited. 
. 
. 


•The harbor was built on Long Beach initiative—by 


bonds retired from Long Beach tax money; by money 
from oil development carried out by this city. 


Now Assemblyman Bruce Allen of San Jose is seek- 


ing not only to strip Long Beach of its tideland oil re- 
sources, but also to require Long Beach to go on bended 
. knee to the state to "get money for operation of the 
harbor. 


The record shows that between 1908 and 1928 Long 


Beach voters approved bond issues totaling $8,245,000 
for the purpose of buying land for and building a port. 


It shows that prior to July 1, 1938 the city of Long 


Beach spent $6,138,838 from general property 'tax 
sources to cover bond interest and redemption costs on 
harbor bonds. The entire proceeds went to promote 
commerce, navigation and fisheries. 


Since 1938 the city has spent $4,230,000 for harbor 


purposes from upland oil revenue—revenue not subject 
to limitations of the tideland trust. 


The city each year has spent large sums from gen- 


eral fund revenues for maintenance of facilities connect- 
ed with harbor operation.

fornia? 
The Port of Long Beach has become a key facility in 


the state's economic life. Last year it handled a total of 
6 815,069 tons of general cargo, petroleum and lumber. 
Into and out of this port sail the ships of the world, 
bringing in the products the state needs and taking our 
own products into the world commercial channels. 
Directly and indirectly affected by these operations 


are the motor truck, railway and airline industries; 
manufacturers, exporters, importers; wages, salaries, 
profits investments throughout a wide range of indus- 
tries employing many thousands of persons. 


Obviously, the impact of the port of Long Beach has 
been great "in California economic development. Yet 
without Long Beach tax dollars, Long Beach develop- 
ment of oil resources, Long Beach courage and fore- 
sight in undertaking the job, this harbor would not exist. 
While Mr. Allen is talking about what the state 


should get from Long Beach, perhaps some thought 
should be turned to what Long Beach has given to the 
state.

How Long Will His Luck Last? 


Itinerant Secretary of State Dulles 
Operates With Restraint, Firmness 


HOW lucky can a man be? 
With considerable justifi- 
cation, Assemblyman Bruce Al- 
len has been winning a repu- 
tation as a "success boy" in 
his sponsorship of legislation to 
strip Long Beach of its tide- 
lands oil money. 
Until he was caught with 
his votes down and hastily 
averted a test at a committee 
hearing last Thursday, every- 
thing has gone his way in this 
fight, including the "breaks." 


Supreme Court action came 


In perfect timing for him. 
After he introduced his bill, 
the Court found against Long 
Beach in the Mallon suit— 
the case Allen claims is legal 
justification for his program. 
"That's what I've been waiting 
for," Allen told newsmen. 


Then, just an hour or two 


before a vital committee hear- 
ing, the Court denied Long 
Beach's petition for a rehear- 
ing. This was- significantly an- 
nounced in the Assembly ses- 
sion, and again to the commit- 
tee when it gathered to ponder 
Allen's proposal. What more 
could a man ask? (The sub- 
sequent committee action, of 
course, was favorable to Al- 
len.) 
HIS OWN JUDGE 
One of Allen's big advan- 
tages has been his membership 
on the two committees to. 
which his bill has been re- 
ferred—Conservation and Plan- 
ning, and Ways and Means. 
Let's look at the situation in 


Conservation and Planning. 
The chairman is Assembly- 
man Francis Lindsay, co-author 
of the Allen bill and perhaps 
even more than Allen obsessed 
with the idea of seizing Long 
Beach's millions. Allen is a 
member. 
When the bill was called for 


hearing, Allen left his place on 
the committee platform, came 
down in front and argued for 
his bill before his fellow com- 
mitteemen. 
He was stiE sitting "in the 


witness chair" when a rash of 
motion-making broke out in 
the committee. Some specta- 
tors swear they saw Lindsay, 
the chairman, signal to Allen. 
Maybe this was imagination, 
but at the strategic moment 
Allen himself made a motion— 
for do-pass recommendation. 


Here was Allen, the "wit- 
ness" and "prosecutor," sud- 
denly figuratively leaping into 
the jury box to help pass 
judgment on his own scheme. 
And it was all perfectly prop- 
er under committee procedure. 
Assemblyman Patrick flic- 


Gee (D-Los Angeles) exploded: 


"He can't do that!" 
But Chairman Lindsay 


pointed out that Allen was a 
member of -the committee and 
could do that. Lindsay put the 
motion, and it passed. 
(When all this occurred. 


Long Beach had hardly started 
its presentation against the 
bill. It hasn't yet been given 
the opportunity to complete 
it.)After the do-pass from Con-

servation and Planning, Allen's 
bill went to Ways and Means 
where it was set for a hearing 
last Thursday. A member of 
Ways and Means, is Assembly* 
man Bruce Allen. 


Over 50 bills were listed for 
consideration ahead of the Al- 
len proposal in ways and means 
Thursday. Most of these were 
non-controversial and were 
quicldy handled 
in routine 


manner. 


Then Chairman Thomas Cal- 


decott (R-Berkeley) announced 
that after the next batch-of 
bills was acted upon, the com- 
mittee would take up the Allen 
bill. 


At that moment Assembly- 


man Lindsay (not a member of 
ways and means) walked 
across the room in front of the 
spectators, looking at Allen. 
Allen left his place on the 
rostrum, Joined Lindsay in the 
hall. 
LEFT BOOM 
Allen then returned and, as 
a member of the committee, 
was able to bring about a 
week's delay in the hearing on 
his bill. Later he virtually ad- 
mitted he did not have enough 
votes on hand to get favorable 
action, stating that a number 
of Assemblymen, presumably 
his supporters, had left the 
room. 


As both author of the bill 


and a member of the commit- 
tee, Allen was able to handle 
the situation. There is nothing 
unusual about this, but it does 
show the disadvantage under 
which Long Beach has been 
fighting the Allen bill. 


Chairman Caldecott of Ways 


and Means, by the way, voted 
against Long Beach in con- 
servation 
and planning, 
so 


Allen had another sympathetic 
chairman in Ways and Means. 
So Allen has been riding 


high. But can such good luck 
go on forever attending a bad 
cause?

This last week has seen 
many important conferences, 
but they are not unlike several 
meetings held here before. 


. They are air significant. The . 


modern way is for the top rep- 
resentatives of the Allies to sit 
down together and thresh out 
their differences behind closed 
doors. They talk frankly and 
at times heatedly, but they 
come out of it as a rule with 
a clear understanding 'of the 
viewpoint of their respective 
countries. 
Perhaps the most ticklish of 


all the questions this week was 
the 
problem 
of Indochina. 


Neither the French nor the 
American government could 
afford to place itself in the po- 
sition of trying to settle the 
internal affairs of South Viet- 
nam, as this would only in- 
tensify Communist propaganda 
there. But. certain parallel or 
common policies were agreed 
upon which may help to bring 
stability to the situation in 
the southern part of Indo- 
china. 
For, although the -desire is 


to see some form of demo- 
cratic government chosen, it is 
not easy to establish at once 
an electoral machinery such as 
exists in a European parlia- 
mentary system. But out of 
the turbulence of these last 
few weeks may come a repre- 
sentative system for South 
Vietnam, and that la the ob- 
jective now. 
Despite the newspaper re- 


ports about a grave crisis in 
the relations between France 
and the United States over the 
Indochina question, it is a fact 
that both governments recog- 
nized all along how important 
it is to reach an understand- 
ing and not to allow the Indo- 
china dipute to impair their 
working arrangements on 
many other questions of far 
greater importance to both. 
The American people can 
rest assured that Secretary 
Dulles handled himself very 
creditably here. Notwithstand- 


ing some garbled impressions 
that came to certain Senators, 
there was no mistake made 
here by Mr. Dulles in talking 
firmly where firmness was nec- 
essary. 


SECRETARY DULLES 


Those who neard his reply, 


for example, in the North At- 
lantic Council meeting to For- 
eign Secretary Spaak of Bel- 
gium on the Formosa, question 
said it was an excellent rebut- 
tal to a statement that com- 
pletely misconstrued the Amer- 
ican position. 
Nor is Mr. Dulles stampeded 


or pushed around by the Soviet 
tactics. 
He was clear-cut in 


his announcement here that he 
wouldn't go to Vienna until the 
Austrian ,treaty provisions had 
been finally set down on paper 
ready for signing. He is equally 
determined not to become in- 
volved in a protracted discus- 
sion in Vienna about the de- 
tails of the forthcoming four- 
power conference. 
There is a restraint and a 


forbearance about Mr. Dulles' 
manner in these top-level ne- 
gotiations, and, at the same 
time such an earnest reflec- 
tion by him of the 
truly 
American viewpoint in inter- 
national 
affairs, 
that 
the 


American people can well be 
proud of their itinerant Secre- 
tary of State.

Ike Charges Demo Stall 
on His Highway Program

WASHINGTON—W h i 1 e the 
Democrats were accusing 


Republicans of playing politics 
on the postal pay-raise bill 
last week, President Eisen- 
hower was dittoing the Dem- 
ocrats. He was irked because 
his pride and joy—the super- 
highway program—has been 
sidetracked in Congress. 
"Those fellows (the Demo- 
crats) are putting 
partisan 


politics 
above 
the best inter- 
e s t s of the 
country," Ike 
remarked 
bit- 
terly at last 
wee k's secret 
W h i t e House 
meeting with 
GOP congres- 
sional leaders. 
"I hope you 
will redouble 
your efforts to 
get this legis- 
lation out of committee, so we 
can at least have a vote on 
it," he urged GOP chiefs after 
they informed him that the 
$27,000,000,000, 10-year high- 
way program was being effec- 
tively stalled in both houses, 
particularly the Senate. 
"Our entire economy is 


geared to the highway pro- 
program," he added. 
"It is 
tied in with steel production, 
transportation, and other in- 
dustries and, of course, em- 
ployment in these industries— 
not to mention the employ- 
ment that would be provided 
by the actual building of the 
highways." 
Ike was plainly irritated by 


the charges of Tennessee's Sen. 
Albert Gore, chief Democratic 
foe of the road program, that 
it would wreck the federal 
budget and would still leave 
our highways deficient after 
the money was spent. With- 
out mentioning Gore by name, 


• the President remarked causti- 


cally: 
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"The belt brains we could 


get tell ns the program Is 
needed and that It will work." 
The automobile manufactur- 


ers of Detroit were "greatly 
concerned" about the hold-up 
of the superhighway legisla- 
tion, Eisenhower also reported. 
He added tfiat auto production 
would be hurt in the future 
unless our highway system 
was brought "up to date" with 
the 
increasing problems of 


transportation.

( B e a r ) Bryant's recruiting 
practices. 


Aggie participation in post-, 


season sports also was banned. 


The stiff action came after 


warnings in September and 
December, 1954, that serious 
charges of recruiting violations 
had been made against the' 
coaches and alumni and that 
further Irregularities would be 
"met with prompt action." 


But, 
conference 
secretary 


Howard Grubbs said in a pre- 
pared statement, "since these 
meetings, other violations have 
occurred . . . and the confer- 
ence concluded that to Improve 
recruiting pradices more 
drastic action than further 
warnings were necessary." 


Bryant accepted the "dras- 


tic" rebuke and punishment. 
He said A& M is an education- 
al institution of "high stand- 
ards" and he wants to correct 
any wrongs. But he said he 
doesn't think any rules were 
broken by his staff. 


"We're not giving up. Our 
recruiting program will con- 


tinue but we'll do all our own 
recruiting from now on with- 
out help from anybody," laid 
Bryant. 


Bryant was hired last year 


from Kentucky to improve the 
school's all-around a t h l e t i c 
fortunes, but particularly those 
of the football team. The 
Texas Aggie team last fall 
won onlv one game. 
To improve this situation, 


Bryant and his staff waged a 
relentless campaign through- 
out Texas to persuade high 
school athletes to attend Texas 
A&M. On the basis of the

A.—One fact may be of great 


consolation to you and to the

whose children art 
so-called 


"feeding problems." No child 
of this age ever starved him- 
self to death. Many children 
have picky appetites and the:.- 
own ideas 01" how much and 
what to cat. Parents naturally 
worry when they see their 
youngsters picking at a little 
food, and never eating a com- 
plete meal. 


The best way to handle a 


"feeding problem" is first to 
try to relieve yourself of your 
anxieties about it. Your con- 
cern and worry every time 
your youngster sits down to 
cat, and the anxious expression 
on your face, nre sure to have 
an effect on her. Do not bribe 
her or try to farce her to eat. 
This makes mealtime a tense 
affair, whereas it should bp 
pleasant and relaxed. Do not 
discuss food or eating at ail. 
There arc far more interesting 
topics of conversation. 


Children, unlike adults, do 


not seem to need variety in 
their foods. If your little girl 
likes any particular food, it is 
perfectly all right to keep on 
giving it to her day after day. 


At first, place only very tiny- 


portions of food in front of her. 
Sometimes children are over- 
ivhelmed by seeing too much on 
their plates and cannot eat. at 
all. If she finishes everything, 
then gradually increase the 
amounts. Don't leave the food 


'"in front of her any longer than 


thirty or forty minutes. 
At 


this time, just calmly take it 
away, saying "I guess you've 
eaten all you can." 


The important thing is to 


make mealtime pleasant and 
serene even if your daughter 
eats only a few spoonfuls. In 
this kind of atmosphere she 
ought to start mating again 
soon.

400 Dogs of Beagleville Help Radio-Activity Test 


Canfafa Planned 
by High School

Beagleville was founded in 1950 


SALT LAKE CITY UP>—In a 


unique village on the University 
of Utah campus more than 400 
dogs are helping humans find out 
what radio-active elements are 
potentially harmful. 


They are beagles and their vil- 


lase, naturally, is called Beagle- 
ville. 


The dogs, I>r. Robert Bay, and 


seven technicians are under an 
Atomic Energy Commission con- 
tract—the only one of its type in 
the country. The experiments arc 
important because of the great 
number of people who might be 
exposed to radioactivity at vari- 
ous AEC installations.

this country over found itself 
a target in a shootinjf war. 


; because the results cf radioactive 


; experiments with mice and rats 
could not be related accurately 
to humans. What was needed was 
a larger animal that lived longer. 
The beagle was selected because 
of its easy disposition, its short 
hair, its ideal size for lab work 
'and because it is one of the pld- 
iest pure breeds in the United 
! States—giving better control of 
! experiments. 


The AEC invested an initial 


half million dollars in the lab 
and has spent about $200,000 a 
year since. 


Tho beagles are injected with 


[graduated doses of radium, meso- 
|thorium, plutonium and radio- 
thorium—all highly radioactive 
—and then observed closely. 


The four substances used at 


Beagleville lodge in the bones 
and attack cells with damagaing 
alpha particles.

In three short years, Clarissa Eden 
has gone L 


rrom working girl to prime minister's wife 


LONDON. 


Several years ago, two house painters were 
hauled into court here, charged with hav- 
ing stolen $1,800 worth of jewelry from 
the apartment of Clarissa Churchill, niece 
of the great Sir Winston, then Great 
Britain's Prime Minister. 


To the amused judge and press corps, 


the painters explained that the jewelry 
was in a margarine container, covered by 
a tomato box and stored under the kitchen 
sink. They thought it was junk and had 
given it away to various relatives. The 
case was dismissed. 


Since then, as all the world knows. Sir 


Winston has stepped down from his hii;h 
post, and his forgetful niece is now Lady 
Eden, wife of the new Prime Minister 
and hostess of 10 Downing St. 


Little has been written about Lady 


Eden, but that "jewel theft" discloses an 
important side of her character. Clarissa, 
former working girl, writer, editor, who 
studied painting, philosophy and once 
delivered political speeches, is what might 
be described as an "arty" girl-in a nice 
way. 


She loves to discuss politics or ballet, 


hates cooking. In 10 years as a career 
girl before marrying Sir ^Anthony in 1952, 
her five-room apartment contained, no 
radio, television ogjhonograph. She pre- 
ferred, to read. Once, asked to serve as 
interior decorator for a 3 2-room mansion, 
she did all the rooms in "broken white" - 
white with varying gray couches. 


To Lady Eden, an elegant, tall (57") 


ash blonde, who at 34 is 23 years younger 
than her husband, life has a definite struc- 
ture. Books, the arts, politics, her devo- 
tion to Sir Anthony are important. Jewelry 
stored under the sink, domestic chores and 
acting the role of a demure, retiring wife 
arc not important. 


She's a Real Churchill

Clarissa ordered new curtains. The Minis- 
try of Works, responsible for furnishings 
of government residences, had the curtains 
put up while the Edens were away. When 
they returned, Clarissa immediately sent 
for the official responsible. He had selected 
the wrong material, she said. It would 
have to be changed. 


The official argued and argued, but to 


no avail. She was adamant. The curtains 
were changed the next day. 


Clarissa is not without her little .whims. 


!-ate last month, when the Edens moved 
into 10 Downing Street, a problem arose. 
Her bed has a huge canopy with drapings 
of Chinese brocade suspended from the 
ceiling. It was a tight squeeze in Carlton 
Gardens-and at No. 10, the ceilings are 
even lower. 


I here was another complication. Cla- 


rissa likes to lie with her feet lower than 
her head. So her bed is propped up at a 
40-dcgree angle. That factor also caused 
the movers to sweat a little. 


The Edens see little of each other during 


the day—which is why Lady Eden prefers 
to accompany her husband on diplomatic

LADY EDEN CONTINUED 


A debutante's life was not for Clarissa-gay, 


young London blades simply bored her 


trips. Sir Anthony usually gets up at about 
8, spends 45 minutes poring over the London 
Times at breakfast and then is off to work. 


Lady Eden, on the other hand, rarely gets 


up before 11. After breakfasting either in 
bed or off a table in her room, she spends 
the .rest of the morning with her secretary 
arranging appointments or answering corre- 
spondence. 


Because of the pressure of time, Sir 


Anthony 
rarely lunches with his wife. 


Clarissa usually eats alone or with friends. 
Often it's the same with dinner, but when, 
once or twice a week, they do dine together, 
they adjourn to a lounge to read or discuss 
what each has been doing that day. 


Clarissa, deeply interested in her husband's 


work, often shoots questions at him about 
domestic and international affairs, proffers 
advice here and there and lets him in on the 
political gossip she picks up. 


Neither of the Edcns retires early, though 


Sir Anthony occasionally slips on a dressing 
gown and lies across his bed for hours read- 
ing official reports brought to him in flame- 
colored boxes by official messengers. 


Today, deeply aware of the role she has 


to assume in public life, Lady Eden is con- 
sidered one of the most clever, interesting 
hostesses in London. Her luncheons and din- 
ners have been a big success. At lunch, she 
likes to serve rice dishes and end the meal 
with coffee served in black cups-perhaps a 
carry-over from "bachelor girl" days when 
she held small parties which were attended 
mostly by artists and writers. 


Although Clarissa is a Churchill, she was 


never a rich girl. She was borr. the third child 
of Maj. John Strange Spencer-Churchill, Sir 
Winston's brother, and Lady Gwendeline, 
beautiful daughter of the Earl of Abington. 
Major "Jack" stayed out of politics and, de- 


spite his heroism in the Boer War, he was 


_ tagged "the Churchill nobody knew." He 
died in 1947 leaving his daughter an annuity 
of only 200 pounds ($560). Educated in 
England and at a French finishing school, 
Clarissa was presented at court in 1938, 
where she was hailed as "the most beautiful 
debutante of the year." 


But she refused to be bound by the cus- 


tomary round of parties and dances which 
kill time in a deb's life. Men-about-town 
bored her. So she continued her education at 
Oxford and the University of London. 


When the war broke, Clarissa went to work 


in the Foreign Office—close to her future 
husband's office-decoding telegrams. Trans- 
ferred to the Ministry of Information, she. 
wrote propaganda for British publications 
which appeared in Russia.

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Why don't Athletes 


They could—if they trained more carefully and ate less. So says a unique research

OGER BANNISTER RAN the mile in 3 minutes 58.8 
seconds to beat John Landy at Vancouver last 
August. He might have run it in 3:50 flat. 


Bob Feller has thrown a baseball at a speed of 98.6 


miles an hour. He might have thrown it 100 mph. 


Ford Konno of Ohio State swam 220 meters in 2 


minutes 3.9 seconds. He might have done it in 2:00.0. 


Sam inead beat Ben Hogan 70-71 to win 'the 18- 


hole play-off of the 1954 Masters Tournament at 
Augusta, Ga. Both might have beaten the par of 72 
by wider margins, scoring perhaps in the mid-60s. 


Sound impossible? Not according to a unique study 


of athletes now being made by a Canadian research 
.organization called Sports College. Located in To- 
ronto, Sports College is a nonprofit service founded 
in 1944 through the YMCA and the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation to help raise sport and physical 
fitness standards. It has spent nine years testing 2,700 
athletes of all kinds, analyzing player performances 
and calculating how they could be improved. 


Some of its findings are about to be released to its 


more than 700,000 members (including American 
coaches and trainers). Some striking examples: 
• Practically all performances in all sports could be 
improved about 25 per cent with better training. 
• Not a single one of the 2,700 athletes tested topped 
65 per cent of his possible peak performance, as cal- 
culated by the testing experts. 
• Only 12 per cent of those tested had better than 
75 per cent of the physical development considered 
necessary for firlt-rate competition. 
• Not a single sport, according to observers at actual 
games and sports events, is being played at the pace 
it could be played safely, with present rules. 


Which is the toughest sport? To find out, Sports 


College staff experts first drew up a list of 17 basic 
attributes-including strength, agility, reaction time, 
coordination, speed and endurance-that all athletes 
have to one degree or another. Then, giving gradings 
of from 1 to 10 for each, they asked coaches and 
trainers in each sport to rate the degree to which each 
attribute is needed to play well in that sport as it now is 
played. A perfect score would be 170. The average 
of the experts' opinions came out like this:

BASEBALL PLAYER Willie Mays of the Giants (shown sliding for 
home) wins Sports College rating of near-perfect as an all-round 
athlete.

Sports calling for the most endurance: swimming 


440 yards and running an all-out mile. Job calling for 
the quickest reflexes: goalie in hockey. "Baseball," 
points out Sports College director Lloyd Percival, "is 
a picnic compared to football in its demands on the 
player. Except for the pitcher and catcher, everybody 
gets plenty of rest." 


Having found what the sports demanded of players. 


Sports College set out to measure the players them- 
selves. Choosing 12 of the most important attributes, 
the experts put successful athletes in each sport 
through 
stiff 
grinds—including obstacle 
courses, 


weight-lifting, bar jumps, tumbling, broad jumps, 
sprints, arm-leg rhythm, etc.-then graded perform- 
ances from 1 to 10 and totted up the averages. 


They discovered that, although an ideal all-around 


athlete would have a theoretical rating of 120, actual 
athletes fell far below in the tests. Football players 
averaged 83; basketball players, 76; hockey players, 
72; baseball and tennis players, 71. But pole vaulters 
topped everyone, with an average rating of 88. 


Most of the athletes tested were surprisingly low in 


strength, considered one of the basic requisites for 
endurance and good play. Only one in 17 could do 25 
two-hand push-ups without difficulty. Only one in 74 
could do a one-arm push-up. Only one in 82 could do 
a one-arm puli-up on a bar. 


Speed, another prime requisite of good play, was 


also conspicuous by its absence. Except for sprinters, 
middle-distance runners and basketball players, no 
athlete rated higher than 6 points out of 10. 


After testing individual athletes, Sports College ob- 


servers set out with stopwatches to clock the'speeds 
needed for throws and runs in actual pfay. They 
learned plenty. For example, the average time a base- 
ball player takes to run from first to second base (with 
a 5-foot lead) is 4 seconds. But the average time for 
a ball to move from pitcher to catcher and back to 
second (including the pitcher's wind-up) is only 3.5 
seconds. So the average player, trying to steal second, 
is an almost sure out— unlike the great Ty Cobb, who 
could run it in 3 seconds flat. 


Sports College claims that any baseball player can 


improve his speed-especially his starting speed-by 
.3 to .4 seconds if he practices the fundamental me- 
chanics of running known to any track sprinter. In 
base running this would make a difference of 4 to 12 
feet. In the field, it would mean more caught balls: 
a speed-up of only .1 second over 25 yards would 
mean an increase of 3 feet in fielding coverage. 


Coaches in general scoff, "Why should I train a 


player to run a mile when I know he'll never have to?" 
Sports College has some surprises for the coaches. 
Clocked in actual games (with charts of playing areas 
marked off into squares), basketball players, in an 


average, wide-open game, travel about 3% miles, at 
an average speed of lOVi mph. Tennis players,.in an 
average five-set match, move about \1A miles at an 
average speed of 12 mph Football players (backfield) 
travel about 1 Vi miles, sometimes close to 15 mph. In 
a typical National Hockey League game, a hard-work- 
ing player may travel 3 miles, at 9 mph. (The fastest 
hockey speed recorded was 26,9 mph.) 


Training for greater strength would vastly improve 


baseball. Tests showed that exercises to develop greater 
strength in the wrist flexors (front of wrist just below 
the heel of the hand)increased the throwing speed of 
19 players tested by 4.9 .mph on throws of 100 feet. 
One player increased his throw by 9.2 mph by exer- 
cising with 5-lb. disks. Swimmers can develop power- 
ful pectoral muscles by lying on their backs, exercising 
with bar bells. 


Virtually all athletes were found overweight for top 


efficiency. "Baseball players as a class," says Percival, 
"eat far too much." They averaged 14 Ibs. of excess fat. 
Other averages: swimmers, 12 Ibs.; tennis players, 9 
Ibs.; football players, 8 Ibs. Yet 10 Ibs. of excess weight 
can slow reaction time by at least half a second. 


Weight, of course, represents calories. Here are the 


average calories used per hour of play in various 
sports:

By comparison, home exercising consumes 175 cal- 


ories per hour; brisk walking, 350; dancing (mambo), 
350. The housewife on a tough day (scrubbing floors 
or washing by hand) consumes 4000-4500 calories. 
Even on an average work day, she consumes about 
800-900. 


Training for endurance (by building up muscular 


strength and learning to relax and breathe properly) 
would improve all performances. It was estimated that 
the average baskelball player loses 4 to 5 inches of 
height in his jumping ability during a game through 
muscle fatigue. The average football player, tested in 


• mid-season, could not run 100 yards without fatigue, 
with a consequent loss of reaction time, power, agility, 
mobility and strength. One result: frequent fumbles 
after long runs. 


Sports College evaluations of player possibilities 


have been uncannily accurate. Director Percival pre- 
dicted in the Toronto Star that Bannister would beat 
Landy last summer; and stated the whole procedure of 


the race. He said Bannister had greater strength and 
will power, though Landy excelled him in tests for 
flexibility and heart-wind endurance. Percival still 
claims that Bannister could have run the mile in 3.50 
if he had improved his flexibility and thjus run more 
smoothly. Sports College also predicted that Detroit 
Red Wings hockey star Gordie Howe would become 
top scorer in his league. (He did.) The prediction was 
based largely on watching him skate circles and figure- 
eights in both directions. Most hockey players "favor" 
play either to the right or left. Howe plays both. 


Sports College doesn't like to make predictions at 


random. But it has certain convictions. Basketball 
coaches, it feels, will have an increasingly hard time 
as their players get taller. Height is an asset up to a 
point, but usually at the sacrifice of agility and mobil- 
ity. The court "giraffes" already are showing signs of 
needing limbering up. 


Great athletes, Sports College claims, are those who 


use to the full the strength, speed and endurance that 
nature has given them. Super-athletes are those who 
develop what they have to higher levels. 


Not all the troubles with athletes are physical. Sports 


College is still trying to assay the importance of the 
imponderables—the emotional and psychological fac- 
tors. Not until these are fully understood will true 
super-athletes be possible. But, on what it has learned 
so far, Sports College thinks it can even do something 
about that. 
/ 


How Is Your Game? 


Like any athlete, claims Sports College, you can im- 


prove in whatever game you play. The secret: system- 
atic training thai goes beyond the normal demands of 
the game. Actual tests with M golfers who trained six 
weeks for greater strength, flexibility and relaxation 
while playing showed an average improvement of 6.7 
strokes per game-with no other instruction. 


Start by gauging your present physical condition. 


Check your heart rate-an excellent telltale of your 
ability to stand active sports. Generally speaking, the 
lower it is., the better your condition. 


1) Lie down for 5 minutes, then take your pulse 


and jot it down. 2) Stand up; take your pulse; jot it 
down. 3) Subtract 1 from 2. 4) Jog easily in place 1 
minute, then note your pulse. 5) Sit 1 minute; note 
your pulse. Now add the figures. 


The average normally fit person has a total of about 


380; if yours is much above that, you're out of condi- 
tion. After hundreds of tests, Sports College found 
that the average well-trained athlete has a total of 
about 360. Roger Bannister's figure: 213. Middle-dis- 
tance runners proved to have the best heart efficiency, 
closely followed by basketball players and swimmers. 
They need it. So do you.

Swimming, tennis, golf and bowling are the principal 


adult participation sports, but the Canadian analysts 
claim training for strength, flexibility and relaxation 
applies equally to all sports. 


Strength: Not mere muscle size, but the ability to 


exert power without strain or fatigue was found to be 
a prime necessity even in "light" sports. In tennis, it 
means harder, faster serves. In golf, it means longer, 
straighter drives. In swimming, fewer, more-distance- 
eating strokes. In bowling, less error caused by tired 
hand, arm and shoulder muscles. 


Sports College recommends general build-up of all 


your muscles through old-fashioned weight-lifting 
(even for ping-pong), followed by specialized exercis- 
ing of the muscles used most. Weight-lifting gives 
tennis players the powerful abdominal muscles needed, 
for example, to smash downward at high lobs. In 
addition, players are urged to develop playing muscles 
by taping books to each side of the racket, or taking 
a ping-pong paddle in the water and swinging against 


pressure. Golfers are urged.to build up the muscles 
that twist the torso to build up power at the club 
head. Bowlers are encouraged to handle weights heav- 
ier than the ball, and to lift the ball higher than in 
actual play. Swimmers build up the vital back muscles 
that give a "flexible chest" through fast, hard 25-to-50- 
yard sprints. Once you have the muscles you can go 
any distance. (Sports College claims fears of getting 
muscle-bound are baseless.) 


Make Yourself Flexible—and Relax 


Flexibility: This means the ability to keep your 


muscles useful throughout the full range of play, and 
to stretch them when necessary without injury. To 
practice: Stand with feet wide apart, reach down, grasp 
ankles, try to touch the floor with the top of your 
head. Try to do it sitting. Try it standing with feet 
4 to 6 inches apart. End by bending knees, placing 
hands flat on the floor and trying to straighten legs. 
Not easy—but even the trying helps you. 


Relaxation: Sports College claims tension causes 


most errors (even among professional athletes), much 
fatigue and many injuries. There are two kinds. One, 
"affective tension," is the conscious kind you get 
through anxiety (even fear of going to the dentist 
tomorrow), fear of losing, "stage fright" or just dis- 
traction by some annoyance. (Outside noises, for ex- 
ample, can set up what is called "noise allergy." One 
out of three golfers tested showed this.) The remedy: 
think about the game—not about yourself. 


Then there is "co-ordination tension." This involves 


tightening of the muscles (usually opposing ones) 
when you get set for a crucial play. Even top athletes 
who never worry g«t it unconsciously. Learn to recog* 
nize it by deliberately tensing your muscles while not 
playing; then relax and breathe out. And carry, the 
habit into your next game. 


By regular practice on these three things, Sports 


College says, anyone car. improve in any sport by at 
least 25 per cent. Worth a try, isn't it?

Every summer day a vintage-J 890 train, 
groaning with tourists, chugs out of Durango, 
in Colorado's southwest corner, for a 45-mile, 
three-hour sightseeing run to Silverton, an 
old mining boom town. Like most of its 
passengers, Mr. and Mrs. Jackson Clark and 
the junior members of their vacation party 
thought the ride the high point of a week in 
Durango and the San Juan Basin. In one 
package, it wrapped up the area's'top attrac- 
tions: magnificent scenery, outdoor recrea- 
tion, a slow-and-easy pace and a dash of 
history. 


In Durango, and in the creaky train ride 


that symbolizes its brand of off-beat appeal, 
the Clarks also found economy. For a day's 
recreation, they paid a total of $9.90 in fares 
($3.30 each for the parents, $1.65 each for 
children 5 to 12—Jackson Jr., 7, and cousin 
Jimmy Hatfield, 10; no fare for children 
under 5—Antonia, 3) and $1.28 each for a 
"train special" lunch at the Grand Imperial 
Hotel in Silverton. 


For a week, the cost was just over $200- 


including soda pop for the kids. A double 
room in a motel, including extra beds for the 
youngsters, was $9 a night. Meals averaged 
about $15 a day (top grade Western steaks 
usually are $3 or less); $20 went for gasoline 
for 1,000 miles of side trips. Items like the 
train ride made up the balance. (Of course, 
gasoline from home to Durango and back 
is not included.) 


Durango, 6,505 feet up, sits in a bowl of 


snow-capped (even in summer) Rocky 
Mountain peaks, some as lofty as 14,000 feet. 
As the narrow-gauge, yellow-painted train 
labors uphill (it climbs 3,000 feet in 45 
miles), along the canyon of the River of Lost 
Souls, the tourist drinks in breath-taking 
views of rocky grandeur. Occasionally the 
train stops to let a camera-bug record a par- 
ticularly impressive panorama. 


In Silverton, the Clarks got an even better 


view of the Rockies, and at Telluride, a min-

Grand Imperial, for instance, has a "mining 
museum" including a 70-year-old slot ma- 
chine. On the train, in the towns, or near the 
mines (which they were invited to visit), the 
family found Coloradans delighted to spin 
stories-real or fictitious-of the area's brawl- 
ing past. 


The outdoors lures most tourists (includ- 


ing the President) to Colorado, and the 
Clarks were no exception. Some of the 
state's best trout fishing is found near Duran- 
go, and Jackson took tackle and creel to such 
locally recommended spots as Pine River 
and Vallecito Creek. For a non-resident fish- 
ing license, he paid $3; the kids were allowed 
to try their luck for nothing. 


Swimming also attracted the family. Be- 


sides the sparkling-if cold-mountain waters, 
they found warm mineral waters at Pagosa 
Springs, 63 miles away, and Ouray, 70 miles. 
Horses were available at $7 a day, and Jack- 
son and the boys spent one day cantering 
around the hillsides close to Durango. 


But most of their time was spent in side 


trips—to the uranium mines near Nucla, 
down the Million Dollar Highway (so called 
because, according to legend, its base con- 
tains gold ore); to the headquarters of the 
wealthy Ute Indians at Ignacio; to Gem Vil- 
lage, where semiprecious mountain stones are 
shaped into jewelry. 


Durango has been attracting more and 


more tourists since the war ended. (A new 
paved highway and Frontier Airlines service 
are responsible.) The Clarks found that, 
although the 10,000-square-mile area doesn't 
become crowded, its limited lodgings do fill 
up quickly. It's best, they learned, to make 
reservations, particularly during July and 
August. (For a list of motels and prices, write 
Durango Chamber of Commerce, Durango, 
Colo.) For best seats on the train ride, 
reservations are important, too. (Address: 
Denver and Rio Grande Western Railroad, 
1531 Stout St., Denver, Colo.) 


And if you're driving, the main highway 


from the east is Route 160. Winding over 
10,000-foot mountain passes, it's a rugged 
trip, but a spectacular one. And at the end of 
the road lies a vacation you-like the Clarks— 
should enjoy.

HOLLYWOOD. 


Most young movie actors cannot act. They are 
pleasant or interesting personalities whose charm 
and sex appeal are coaxed out of them by directors. 
Occasionally, however, a young actor appears on 
the movie lots who is blessed with genius. Such-by 
all present indications-is James Byron Dean, a 
quiet, moody, sandy-haired farm boy of 24 from 
Fairmount, Ind. 


Dean is currently starring in the film version of 


John Steinbeck's novel, Eaxt of Eden. His perform- 
ance in this money-minting production, directed by 
Elia Kazan, has aroused more praise—and contro- 
vcrsy-in the movie colony than any other single 
performance in years. 


On the strength of this one film, Jimmy has been 


signed to a five-year, non-exclusive contract by 
Warner Brothers. He already has been cast opposite 
Elizabeth Taylor in the upcoming film of Edna 


_ Ferber's best-selling novel, Giant. He has also been 


assigned the lead in Rebel Without a Cause, a 
drama about juvenile delinquency. Reputedly these 
are the studio's two most valuable properties. In 
addition, his $ 1,200-a-week salary is being hiked, 
and nearly every studio is begging to get him for 
a picture. 


In film circles such a quick rise never goes un- 


challenged. Dean's detractors admit he can act- 
"only," they smile, "he acts like Marlon Brando, 
both on and off the screen. He's an affected, neu- 
rotic nonconformist." 


As evidence they point to these facts: Jimmy 


dresses like an unmade bed; lives in a one-room. 
$30-a-month garage apartment; roars to work on 
a high-powered motorcycle. "You can sit with Dean 
all afternoon," one publicity man told me, "and 
he won't open his mouth. He's worse than Brando, 
who at least is articulate." 


"A few months ago," another informant re- 


ported, "Dean went back to Indiana, where he was 
raised on a farm by an uncle and aunt after his 
mother died when he was 8. He brought a magazine 
photographer with him. One day Jimmy escorted 
the photographer to the town's mortuary; there he 
leaped into a casket, crossed his arms over1 his chest 
and shouted 'Shoot away!' What a weird sense of 
humor!" 


On meeting Dean, one finds many of these stories 


hard to believe; more than anything, he looks like 
a college sophomore. He stands only 5'8", weighs 
155, wears glasses to correct his nearsightedncss, 
dresses casually in slacks, sweaters and riding boots. 
His Hollywood apartment looks as though a hurri- 
cane had just hit it, with clothes scattered on the 
floor, motorcycle helmets and recording machines 
strewn about. "The artist's work comes first," he 
explains. "Everything else is bunk."

Directors quickly spotted an un-

Dean's performance stirred a 


storm. Some critics acclaimed it; a 
few called it a "poor aping of Mar- 
lon Brando." But over at Warner 
Brothers they don't care what any- 
one says. Eden is making money and 
Jimmy Dean is on his way.

MEDICINE: Atomic rays, beamed from a cobalt "bomb" at New York's 
Montefiore Hospital, frequently are proving successful against cancer. 


The atom will produce electricity for 
a song, we are told—but not until to- 
morrow. It will propel passenger ships 
for months and months without refuel- 
ing—but not until tomorrow. It will 
power airplanes, distill sea water, make 
deserts bloom, erase disease—but not 
until tomorrow.

energy is working wonders in your life. And some of its jobs will astonish you 


of adults suffering from osteoarthritis 
and gallstones. 


The vegetable got itself reappraised 


when researchers put radioactive mate- 
rials—called radioisotopes—into a batch 
of spinach. (The radioisotopes send off 
rays which can be detected on Geiger 
counters; by tracking these rays, the re- 
searchers could trace the spinach as it 
flowed through a human body.) Watch- 
ing spinach "in action" for the first 
time, the researchers saw that it did 
deposit iron in the body—as mothers 
have been telling children since time 
immemorial—but that it also tended to 
steal body calcium. 


To the scientists, this was both good 


and bad. The good side: Victims of 
osteoarthritis and gallstones have a high 
-too high—amount of calcium in their 
bodies. Feed them spinach, figured the 
researchers, and you'll cut down on 
their excess calcium. 


Reports Dr. Charles F. Gescheckter 


cf Georgetown Medical School: "We 
have treated a number of cases ofosteo- 
arthrilis by asking them to cat spinach, 
whether frozen, canned or raw, at least 
once a day, five days a week, and to re- • 
strict the quantity of eggs, milk and 
cheese [all rich in calcium] in the diet. 
A remarkable improvement occurs in 
one to two weeks in many of these 
patients." 


But what's sauce for older adults is 


not sauce for younger children, adds 
Dr. Gescheckter. "It is the old people, 
who won't bother to eat spinach, that 
need it," he says. "Young people should 
not eat it because it competes with their 
bones for precious calcium." 


That bit of spade work on spinach is 


only one small job of the hundreds that 
atomic energy is performing-day in 
and day out. These jobs fall into three 
broad categories: agricultural, indus- 
trial and medical. 


I-ON THE FARM 


Thanks to the atom, nearly every 


food being grown on U.S. farms today 
is in the process of being made better— 
for the atom is unveiling the most 
1'ghtly guarded secrets of plant life. 
Here's how: at a U.S. Department of 
Agriculture plant in Beltsville, Md., a 
dozen workers are turning out radio- 
active fertilizer. Though not harmful to 
humans, the fertilizer, when fed to 
plants, sends back rays that trace its 
course through the plants. From this 
the experts are learning how to use fer- 
tilizer with the least amount of waste

to get the biggest and best crop yields. 


The atom also is bucking up the 


strength of some plants, making them 
more resistant to disease. This is done 
by spraying the plants with atomic rays, 
causing mutations (changes in the 
plant's hereditary makeup). Out of 
these mutations come plants with one 
or more traits differing from those of 
their parents. For example, a new strain 
of oats has been produced that resists 
murderous "oat rust." And a new kind 
of peanut is more than 30 per cent more 
productive than its parents. 


II-IN THE FACTORY 


The atom is doing big things off the 


farm, too. Of the 2,400 U.S. organiza- 
tions and institutions now employing it, 
more than half are industrial concerns. 


And they're all getting their money's 
worth. Said an Atomic Energy Com- 
missioner recently: "I believe the pres- 
ent savings—and I emphasize present 
savings—through the use of radioiso- 
topes ... are in the order of $ 100 mil- 
lion a year." 


About one-third of that sum is being 


saved because the atom is the sharpest- 
eyed inspector in industrial history. It 
can measure the thickness and density 
of materials to a degree never before 
known. Yet it does the job simply and 
quickly. A source of radioactivity-a 
"beta gauge"—is put on one side of the 
material and a Geiger counter on the 
other; the strength of the rays coming 
through the material gives an exact 
measure of its thickness.

car because of the atom's eagle eye. 
Previously, tire makers never could 
make the fabric underneath the rubber 
treads exactly even in thickness. Now 
the atom makes this fabric even, pro- 
ducing a better-balanced tire that wears 
evenly alj the way around, thus lasts 
longer. 


The atom is checking on your ciga- 


rettes, insuring that every one is fully 
and evenly packed with tobacco. It's in- 
specting the engine blocks of many 
1955 cars, functioning like an X ray 
to peer into the metal and discover any 
inner flaws. (The atom gets the call 
over X rays for this job because X-ray 
machines are bulky; the A-ray device 
is less ponderous, sometimes is small 
enough to be carried in one hand.) 


Your new car will be running up 


more miles without a "ring job" be- 
cause new engine oils have been de- 
veloped by radioactive "tracer" tests. 
Example: after cylinder piston rings 
were made radioactive, different kinds 
of motor oils were put in the cylinders. 
The oils that stayed free from radio- 
activity the longest - and thus were 
keeping the piston rings whole —-were 
tagged the best and put on the market. 


Petroleum and atoms mix in other 


ways. In the Big Inch and other large 
pipelines used to ship oil across the 
country 
underground, 
radioisotopes 


now ride with the oil. Previously, when 
a shipment of crude oil was being sent 
through the pipe and a batch of refined 
oil was following after, the men at the 
end of the pipe would have to sample 
the oil constantly to make sure it was 
being channeled into separate storage 
tanks.

with the oil send off rays that ring a 
bell as they enter the pipe's terminal, 
warning the men that a different grade 
of oil is coming in. The men promptly 
switch it to another tank, thus saving 
time and wasted oil. 


For the ladies, the atom has helped 


make better washing machines. Dirt 
has been made radioactive, run through 
the machines; by tracking the dirt, the 
experts are able to tighten up the ma- 
chines, make them more efficient. And 
cosmetic makers have made lipstick 
radioactive in tests to be sure it's kiss- 
and smear-proof. 


IH-IN THE HOSPITALS 


But the atom has scored its biggest 


headlines - except for its menacing 
mushrooms at Hiroshima and Yucca 
Flat - in the field of medicine. Its spe- 
cial target has been cancer. Radioac- 
tive isotopes arc used today as a mat- 
ter of common practice to burn out 
cancerous tissue. In some cases an 
"isotope gun" shoots radioactive "bul- 
lets" into the tissue; in others the radio- 
isotope is mixed with a substance and 
cither injected into the patient or given 
by mouth (the famed radioactive 
"cocktail"). 


Besides such full-time jobs, the atom 


also has been called on in emergencies. 
Last winter it w,as on guard on the 
highest Rocky Mountain peaks, send- 
ing out signals from unmanned stations 
to tell the depth of winter snows; these 
figures gave engineers the data to pre- 
dict accurately the spring run-offs, pre- 
vent floods. 


And two days before last Christmas, 


a church in Oak Ridge, Tenn., sprang 
a leak in its heating system. The leak 
was somewhere underneath the cement 
floor of the basement. It had to be 
located and repaired in 36 hours, or 
Christmas Eve services would have to 
be canceled. 


Normally it takes two weeks just to 


locate such a leak, but this was Oak 
Ridge-the first "atomic town." Radio- 
isotopes, rushed from nearby labs, were 
put into the heating system and tracked 
through the pipes under the floor with 
Geiger counters. "Where the isotopes 
stop flowing," the scientists told the 
workmen, "is where yo'i Wt digging." 


The Christmas Eve services went on 


as scheduled.

WB7HEN y o u r 
thirteenagcr 


comes in from school does 


he Cor she) leave a trail of lunch 
boxes, sweaters, purses, books, 
shoes and sometimes socks from 
the front door to his room? Does 
he greet you with, "I'm-hungry- 
what's-there-to-eat?" as he walks 
in the door? 
Does he (or she) 


tie up the telephone for 40 to 50 
minutes on end, and think you're 
unreasonable when you ask to 
use the phone for a business call? 
Good! 
If you have answered 


yes to these questions, it's likely 
that you have a very happy, well- 
adjusted 
thirteenager 
in 
the 


house. 


A thirteenager is a person who 


can 
be 
delightful, 
perplexing, 


paradoxical, aggravating, lovable 
and 
fascinating at 
the same 


time. They are sophisticated and 
grown-up one minute and small 
boys and girls the next. 
They 


need and want love and outward 
signs of affection just as much 
as their small brothers and sis- 
ters. 


Perhaps one of the most sig- 


nificant similarities between 13- 
year-old boys and girls is the fact 
that they are always hungry. 
From a thirteenagers' point of 
view it would be a good idea to 
keep 
a larder stocked 
with 


c r a c k e r s , cookies, cake, ice 
cream, 
peanut butter, candy, 


popcorn, apples and ginger ale to 
meet all emergencies. 


THERE ARE TIMES when a 


thirteenage girl will forget en- 
tirely about home bathing in any 
form. Showers after gym serve 
the purpose. But there are other 
times when taking a bath be- 
comes a ritual seldom seen out- 
side the movies. A supply of 
deodorants, powders, creams, 
eyelash curlers, hair removers, 
Bath salts and powder puffs is 
ceremoniously arrayed on the 
bathroom sink and the bathroom 
itself will be occupied for at least 
two hours while the punctilious 
observance takes place. 


Thirleenage boys 
sometimes 


have a tendency to break out in 
a rash when washing ears is 
mentioned. 


"I washed my ears last week," 


is offered as a logical excuse for 
protesting against the ordeal. 
Occasionally a 13-year-old boy 
will decide to take a bath of his 
own volition (two mothers sub-

THIRTKKNAGERS, boys and 


girls alike, seem to be allergic to 
unnecessary tidiness around the 
house, especially that which re- 
quires physical effort on their 
part. They don't mean to be un- 
tidy; they take the easiest course 
of action because it is easy. They 
will worry about personal and 
emotional problems which di-

them. Household 


orderliness is not a personal 
problem. The gentle reprimand, 
"Put your things away in your 
room, dear," is often more effec- 
tive than a running discourse on 
the untidy habits of young people 
in general. 


Thirleenagers seem 
to feel 


that their parents are old-fash- 
ioned and should remember the 
French Revolution or at least 
the Civil War from first-hand 
experience. The fact that daddy 
was a popular man-about-town in 
the 1930s, and mother jitter- 
bugged with the best of them at 
that time still makes it incon- 
ceivable that love and/or sex 
ever entered the lives of either 
p a r e n t . Therefore, viewpoints 
parents might have on these 
topics are .sometimes questioned. 
If mothers and dads will think 
back a few years they might re- 
member how they regarded their 
parents' opinions in these mat- 
ters! 


"Going steady" often implies to 


a parent the beginning of en- 
gagement, marriage, grandchil- 
dren and the care thereof. To a 
thirteenager it may be a phase in 
the boy-girl relationship--a mark 
of popularity satisfying the basic 
desire to be sought after. As a 
matter of fact, one 13-year-old 
girl was recently overheard to 
say, "Oh, I've gone steady three 
times this week!" 


GOING STKAUV does not nec- 


essarily mean going anywhere or 
doing anything. It often means 
nothing more than walking to 
school together, sharing desserts 
at lunch time and walking borne 
from school together. 


Thirteenagers want and need 


recognition. A 13-year-old girl 
said to her parents not long ago, 
'It seems that only had kids get 
written up in the papers." She 
went on to say that she was 
afraid that some older people 
might look at her ami think she 
was bad, too, because she was a 
teenager. M o s t thirteenagers 
want to be recognized. When a 
girl runs up to a crowd of girh 


on the school grounds, shouting, 
"Hey, you guys . . .*" her mother 
might wonder if she'll ever grow 
up to be a lady. 
This behavior 


actually means 
nothing more 


than the fact 
that the girl 


wanted to be noticed and given 
attention. A baby crys for at- 
tention; an adult seeks perfection 
in a certain field; a thirteenager 
may become loud and boisterous 
in order to be noticed. It is 
really part of growing up. 


Most thirleenagers uphold a 


cool hostility towards younger 
brothers and sisters. This often 
encourages undesirable charac- 
ter traits to show themselves in 
these younger editions. Parents 
often wail, "Why can't you get 
along? Play together—have fun 
together—you're 
brothers 
and 


sisters, remember." The point is 
that a thirteenager is worlds 
apart from prc-adolescent chil- 
dren. They seem to have less in 
common actually than a 13-year- 
old and his parents. 


THE QUESTION was put to a 


group of 13-year-old girls, "What 
is your biggest problem?" At 
once, and almost in the same 
breath, they answered, "Being 
popular!" Thirteenagers are not 
really old enough to have out- 
grown all childhood fickleness. 
They still become mad at, and 
make up, with friends at a rale 
that 
astounds grown 
people. 


However, being one of the crowd 
is such an important, problem 
that it explains many common 
incidents that often perplex and 
annoy mothers.. 


"All 
the girls are wearing 


Lanamere socks. I've just got to 
get some," or "All the boys are 
wearing those new wool slacks. 
I've 
got to get a pair," are typi- 


cal statements every parent of a 
thirteenager has heard at one 
time 
or 
another. 
What 
the 


youngster is really saying is, "I 
want to look like my friends so 
I'll 
be accepted as one of the 


group." Thirlcenagers are criti- 
cal of one another and are "/ary 
of those who arc different from

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WF YOU'D LIKE to retire for a 


while from the harried and 


somewhat baffled age of atoms 
and jets to a peaceful, secluded 
world of b i r d s—particularly 
hummingbirds, try a trip to the 
Tucker Wild Bird Sanctuary in 
Mbdjeska Canyon, 16 miles east 
of Orange in the Santa Ana 
Range. 
Some years ago, when 


owned by B. F. Tucker of Long 
Beach, the spot was nationally 
famous as the largest humming- 
bird headquarters in the entire 
country. 


Because of Dorothy May Tuck- 


er's love for birds. Tucker in 
eight years attracted literally 
thousands of the darting, irides- 
cent birdlets who stayed, nested 
and multiplied under ideal con- 
ditions on the beautifully wooded 
acres of "Oakwood." 


Now, the California Audubon 


Society, to whom Tucker deeded 
the property in 1939, is restoring 
the rendezvous. Each year since 
active work was begun in 1951, 
more and more of the six Cab'for- 
nia species have arrived. By the 
use of a new and ingenious 
bottle-type inverted feeder, at- 
tendants have brought the num- 
ber of daily visitors up to sev- 


eral hundred. Mr. Tucker believes 
that in five years myriads of 
hummers will live at Oakwood 
again. 


YOU MAY PHOTOGRAPH the 


birds if you visit the sanctuary 
in the middle of the week. 


The birds are viewed from a 


screened, observeiion porch built 
into a cabin. Twenty or more 
feeders filled with red-colored 
syrup bring in the zooming, oscil- 
lating feathered bombshells. They 
sip from bent tubes and perch or ' 
poise on the top of the bottle and 
the surface tension keeps it from 
running out 


The Anna, Costa and black- 


chinned hummingbirds are the 
species seen in summer; in the 
fall and spring come the migra- 
tory Rufous, Allen and tiny Cal- 
liope on their way from points 
north down into Mexico and back 
again through the mountains. 
The Anna is the only permanent 
resident of Southern California. 


HUMMERS PERFORM in the 


main ring of the bird circus; the 
sideshow on a long tray with 24 
compartments, below and beyond 
the bottles, is just as interesting. 
Here come the other wild birds 
in considerable 
numbers 
and 


many species. Quail, mourning 
doves, California thrashers, acorn 
woodpeckers, black-headed gros- 
beaks, 
towhees, 
songsparrows 


and scrub jays are the most com- 
mon in summer. You may also 
see house wrens, the Bewick 
wren, hooded orioles, handsome 
western tanagers, the shy wren- 
tit or perhaps a black phaino- 
pepla in the tops of the trees 
near the parking place. Two ad- 
ditional trays and the ground are 
used for more food. Each square 
in the long tray contains a sepa- 
rate kind of bird delicacy. It has 
been possible to study the feeding 
habits here by experimentation. 


To reach the sanctuary, drive 


past El Modena and turn east on 
the Santiago Canyon road before 
reaching Irvine Park. Pass Ir- 
vine Lake and cross the Santiago 
Creek bridge. 
Then, 200 yards 


beyond, instead of heading into 
Silverado Canyon, turn right at 
the fork and drive to a small 
grocery store and cross a second 
bridge. The route is left into 
Modjeska Canyon. Follow this 
to the end, and stop at the For- 
est Service gate. There is a long 
parking place and a sign "Birds" 
near the "Oakwood" under the 
entrance to the sanctuary. All 
this route is paved, has easy high-

gear grades and is well signed. 


Santiago Creek, that passes 


through the sanctuary, has its 
source near 
the 
twin peaks, 


Modjeska and Santiago; the for- 
mer named for the famous Polish 
actress who lived just below the 
refuge, in her beloved "Forest of 
Arden." 


It's an historic stream. Caspar 


de Portola, heading the first 
party of white men, came this 
way in July, 1769. Father Juan 
Crespi of the expedition named 
it. In his journal of July 27 he 
says: "It has willows, grape- 
vines, brambles and other bushes. 
It was given the name ... of the 
patron of the Spains, Santiago." 


NEAR THE END of the Kod- 


jeska road is a bridge and side 
thoroughfare, with a sign, "Cross 
Ht Your Own Risk." This is the 
entrance to the former home of 
Madame Helena Modjeska. To 
the north of Oakwood is a huge 
domed rock, Flores Peak, where 
a bandit involved in a murder 
and robbery in San Juan Capis- 
trano jumped on horseback from 
the summit and dodged the hang- 
man temporarily. Beyond is the 
Santiago Peak Trail, 15 miles 
and 5,691 feet to the top. 


An extensive research program 


has brought much knowledge 
about the feeding habits of the 
feathered residents and migrants 
at the sanctuary. The path leads 
to the cabin, over a carpet to 
deaden sound; past an enormous 
oak stump. When it fell in 1952, 
the forester estimated its age as 
700 years; it was Ihe second 
largest in the Santa Ana Moun- 
tains and was frequented by the 
coastal Indians for centuries. 


At the observation porch it is 


easy to watch the birds at close 
range. 
Above the screen is a 


list of the different kinds of bird 
feed in the compartments, each 
numbered. 


As visitors 
tiptoe into the 


porch and sit down, the sight be- 
fore them is startling indeed. 
One hummer after a n o t h e r 
swoops to a feeder in the long 
row only a few feet from the 
railing. First, nn Aivn, bright, 
red 
throat 
plisteninp in 
the 


morning sun, poises before a 


tube, wingc whin-ing all the time, 
and finally lights on the curved 
wire and takes a long sip. Two 
Costas, with lavender gorgets, 
dart in to eat; then a black- 
chinned, distinctive with its dark 
head 
and 
white 
collar- -until 


there are a dozen of them, bril- 
liant against the laboratory-like 
row of inverted bottles; red be- 
cause coloring matter is added to 
the syrup. 


Two valley quail are busy in 


square No. 1 of tiie long tray; 
the hen scratch. They kick out 
backward, 
their topknots bob- 


bing, just like a couple of future 
fryers in a country back yard! 
Other quail strut into the peanut 
hearts compartment until there 
are six. If watchers make no 
quick movement and do not talk 
too much they will stay until sat- 
isfied. Four fawn-colored mourn- 
ing doves are sampling the suet. 
Over in the sunflower seed box a 
black-headed grosbeak, red and 
ebony, a tropical visitor, cracks 
the large seeds in his strong beak 
with ease. Dark C a l i f o r n i a 
thrashers, with curved long bills, 
wander around from one square 
to another. An acorn 
wood- 


pecker, attacker of telephone 
poles, examines the walnuts and 
may be planning to do a rat-tat- 
tat on the porch beams. 


ON THE GROUND, such wild 


birds as titmice, brown and spot- 
ted towhees and songsparrows in- 
vestigate bugs and stray seeds. 
A flicker flics among the swing- 
ing birdhousps, from one great 
live oak to another, showing red 
underneath. 
They ail seem as 


tame a:: hens. 
/ 


As one professional photogra- 


pher says, "The whole place is a 
challenge to anyone who'd like 
to get some good bird shots." 


Suddenly a door slams inside 


the house; it has swung to acci- 
dentally. With the rush of a 
quail covey flushed from the 
chaparral, the whole flock van- 
ishes in the tree branches and 
then up the canyon. 
They're 


still wild birds. 


They will return. And bird 


lovers will want to visit the 
Dorothy May Tucker Wild Bird 
Sanctuary again also.

CALIFORNIA 
once 
paid a 


bounty on Indian scalps. 


Ears had to be attached though. 


The 
majordomo 
of Rancho 


Azusa, where Azusa now stands, 
appealed for help from Los An- 
geles to hold off the redskins. 


In 1849, the Prefect of Los 


Angeles 
demanded arms 
and 


ammunition to combat the "dep- 
redations of Indian horse thieves 
and other evil disposed persons." 


California's Indian past was 


often as bloody and desperate as 
anything dreamed of in Holly- 
wood. 
Indians raided all the 


ranches in Southern California, 
ranches now occupied by Long 
Beach, Santa Barbara, San Diego 
and even the romance factories 
of Hollywood or Disney's new 
layout in Anaheim. At one time 
it was as daring to live in South- 
ern California as it was to live 
anywhere 
on 
the 
Southwest 


frontier. 


The Missions attracted a great 


many converts but there were 
many Indians who simply didn't 
like Christian ways. The latter 
would come down from the hills 
and mountains and try to kill as 
many non-Indians as they could. 
Then, too, Indian converts would 
change their minds about be- 
ing Christians and take over the 
Missions after killing anyone who 
disagreed with them. 


AFTER A TIME the Mission 


authorities got ma tiers under 
control as far as most of the 


California 
Indians were con- 


cerned. There were olher tribes 
from the Colorado River country 
who were not so agreeable. They 
ooked at the growing herds of 
horses in California with a fond 
eye. 
They then started raiding. 


They did not hesitate to steal

Mojaves and Utes from east of 
the Colorado River and a scat- 
tering of California tribes from 
Ihis side of the river. 


The Utes were probably the 


most troublesome. 
They were 


proud people from the Colorado 
Plateau. 
Wakcra was one of 


their great c h i e f s and an un- 
pleasant sort of person. As an 
example he offered to sell sev- 
eral Indian slave children to a 


party of 
Mormons. When the 


Saints refused to buy them Wa- 
kera picked up one (if the chil- 
dren by the heels and dashed its 
brains out. He then berated the 
Mormons for c r u e l t y on the 
grounds that if the purchase had 
been made the child would not 
have died. 


He appeared in the S;m Ber- 


nardino region in the mid-forties. 
He had a number of squaws and 
warriors 
-with him but said his 


intentions were peaceful — that 
he wanted to trade and trap. He 
looked o\~er 
I he land and then 


made off 
with several hundred 


head of 
stock. A company of 


men went in pursuit and caught 
up with him in the desert. The

MAJOR STEPS IN STRIPPING, REBUILDING AND RECOVERING FURNITURE 


want for your chair and pur- 
chase it with your woo! fabric. 
Trim that has a professional air 
arc bindings of matching fabric. 
Bindings called "welts" — strips 
of f a b r i c sewn around a welt 
cord — are easy to ma ice. 


The best tools to use include 


an upholsterer's hammer, which 
lias a double-faced m a g n e t i c 
head; a c u r v e d needle a n d a 
straight double-pointed needle; 
l o n g upholsterer's shears, a n d 
skewers, or pins. You also need 
"No. 4" tacks, webbing, lieitig 
twine, cotton wadding and hair 
stuffing. Helpful also are a tack 
lifter and a webbing stretcher. 


Though the list seems long, 


when you lay out the tools and 
add up the cost you will find 
that the requirements are nei- 
ther large nor expensive. 


THE MAJOR STEPS in uphol- 


stering are stripping, rebuilding 
and recovering. 
As you strip 


the chair note carefully how the 
professional job was done. It 
will help you a great deal when 
you are ready to rebuild if, as 
you strip, you mark all pieces 
and use them as patterns for 
measuring and cutting tho new 
covering. The order of stripping 


Twine is tied to hold dec- 
orative buttons in place. 


Skewers hold cover firmly 
while it is being sewed. 


is the reverse of reupholstering: 
Skirt (if any), cambric from un- 
derneath seat, trim, oulside back, 
outside arms, inside back, inside 
arms and seat. 


Now you are ready to rebuild. 


First check the springs to see 
that they are all securely at- 
tached and that none is broken. 


For a satisfactory f i n i s h e d 


product, you will want to know 
that the chair is in good condi- 
tion from inside out. You may 


find that the webbing, to which 
springs are attached, is worn. 
If this is so, stretch new strips 
of webbing taut across the chair 
and tack at each end, then re- 
place springs. Tli^ man of the 
h o u s e can use the w e b b i n g 
stretcher to pull the webbing 
and hold it taut while you tack 
the ends to the frame. Replace 
front-to-back strips of webbing 
first, then weave cross-strips in. 


In recovering, you will find i( 


easiest to work on the various 
parts of the chsir in the follow- 
ing order: Seat, inside arms, in- 
side back, outside arms, outside 
back, trim. 


As you measure and cut the 


various layers of cloth, remem- 
ber to use the old pieces as pat- 
terns. Each material when ap- 
plied to the chair s h o u l d be 
stretched tight and attached se- 
curely. First the coverings are 
haste-lacked (driving tacks only 


part way in) and then, after any 
necessary adjustments to assure 
evenness, permanently tacked. 


Since two or more layers of 


cloth will be tacked to the same 
wood area of your chair it is im- 
portant that you stagger rows of 
tacks so thnt the frame is not 
split. 


Covers for the inside arms and 


back are pulled through from the 
inside of the chair to the out-

A Bit of Russia in Old Mexico

deep in the Guada- 


lupe Valley lies the small 


Russian village of Guadahipe, an 
unspoiled settlement almost ex- 
actly like an 18th century Tol- 
stoyan farming hamlet in the 
time 
of the 
Imperial 
Czar.

Neither the United States nor 
Mexico have any qualms about 
this tiny, peaceful community lo- 
cated only 60 miles below the 
United States international bor- 
der at Tijuana, Baja California. 


The village of Guadalupc lies 


about 15 miles off the main 
highway from Tijuana to En- 
senada and a dirt and gravel 
road leading to the valley turns 
off to the left from a point be- 
yond the Half-Way House, about 
50 miles below Tijuana. 
The 


road is passable for any automo- 
bile in dry weather. It was cut 
through 
by the Mexican gov- 


ernment over Ihe protests of the 
Russians who believed that a 
simple mule trail was sufficient 
for their needs in getting their 
crops to market. 
They feared 


interruption of their solitude by 
government officials and tax col- 
lectors. 


In fact, government oppression 


by conscription and heavy tax 
assessments to further the Im- 
perial Czar's aggressive schemes 
drove the Russians from their 
native land in the first place. 
Their first step was to with- 
draw from the Russian Orthodox 
Church, band into sects such as 
Mennonites, 
Dukhobors, 
Molli- 


cans and Malokans, to name a 
few. 
Each sect differed slightly 


but all had two things in com- 
mon: Tax payment and army 
service were refused. In 1904, 
when the Czar's forces seized 
the village grain supply and the 
young men in a small village 
near the Turkish border, flog- 
ging the old men as an object 
lesson, 
the entire village, all 


members of Ihc Malakan sect, 
packed their meager belongings 
and fled to the United States. 
They first set I led near Los An- 
geles, but soon decided that dis- 
trict 
was "loo immoral" lor 


raising 
children 
and accepted 


isolated 
sanctuary 
offered 
by 


Mexico in Guadalupo Valley. 


Because their religion forbade 


the owning of land, they secured 
long term lease? on thousands of 
acres and settled down to live 
their lives in the Russian fash- 
on and raise their children and 
crops in peace. 


The young men work in the 


'ields and camp by their ploughs 
'ar from the village in the ;ius- 
^ian style. 
The old men hang 


around the village doing the so- 
called skilled labor. If a man has 


couple of sons over 14 or so 


he never goes (o the fields at 
ill. Instead, he grinds the wheat 
it home, works in his blacksmith 
shop and putters around the 
place until time for afternoon 
tea with the olher "oldsters" of 
the village. 


On the women, the same as in 


the homeland, falls the burden 
of the work. Not only must they 
raise laige families, 'out must 


also raise all garden produce 
necessary 
for Ihe family table. 


They bake (heir own bread, feed 
and tend 
flocks of geese and 


ducks, milk the family cows and 
goats, make cheese, butcher the 
family 
meat 
supply and tan 


leather for the family boots. 


Until a 
few years ago the 


women wove homespun cloth on 
hand looms after washing, comb- 
ing and spinning raw wool. They 
also made the felt boots worn 
by the entire family. In recent 
years the men have discovered 
that clothing can he purchased 
cheaply in 
Knsenada and Ti- 


juana and this frees the women 
for labor in the fields. 


The sect is very religious and 


in the early days all the Russian 
rites were strictly adhered to. 
The life of the village revolved 
around 
the 
church; smoking, 


drinking (hard liquor) and danc- 
ing were forbidden. 
The Mala- 


kans continued lo wear Russian 
clothing and retained the ancient 
costumes of their homelands. 


Old maids and bachelors do 


not exist for 1hc families ar- 
range early marriages for all 
children 
between the ages of 


14 and 20. 
In accordance with 


a centuries-old custom, the boy 
and girl have to be of the same 
age. 
Inlor-mmTiagc with 
the 


Mexicans was strictly forbidden. 


In 1930, Jack Dempsey built 


a large rcsorf hotel and gam- 
bling casino at Ensenada and a 
white Russian, Daniel for short, 
was hired to decorate it. When 
Daniel heard of the Russian Col-

ony at Guadalupe, he immedi- 
ately decided thai it was his duty 
to tell them of the important 
things that hod happened since 
they left Russia. 


Daniel rode to the village to 


tell them the great news. 
As 


he was the first Russian to visit 
Guadalupe since its founding in 
1905, the elders were greatly 
impressed and called a village 
meeting to hear his words. 


They listened in complete si- 


lence as Daniel told them his 
great news. 
When Daniel fin- 


ished the village patriarch rose 
slowly with the "Book of Wis- 
dom" in his hands. He declared 
that the Book, their Bible and 
the only book permitted in the 
village, describes the Czar as the 
enemy of all mankind, but did not 
say anything about his over- 
throw or death. The village im- 
mediately decided that Daniel 
was a tax collector sent by the 
Czar to spy them out, and he 
was lucky to escape with his life 
from the aroused villagers. 


As the old folks died and were 


buried in the small village cem- 
etery the younger generation 
came into its own. 


Only 27 families remain in the

Park Zoo in Chicago, has in- 
stalled glazed partitions between 
the public and the monkeys, and 
except for those who have out- 
side cages, this is not only ade- 
quate prolectioti for the mon- 
keys, but it also proven Is them 
from contracting diseases, such 
as common colds. 


In most instances, it is not 


peanuts that cause 
the most 


trouble hut undigestible articles 
such 
as 
nails, 
razor 
blades, 


broken .glass, paper clips, rubber 
balls, rocks and even lighted 
cigars and cigarettes. 
Perkins 


reported that all of these items 
w»re found in the cages at his 
zoo. 


The Chicago zoo had a female 


elephant that would eat prac- 
tically anything. When she died 
pieces of coal and bottle caps 
were found in her stomach. 


C. N. BALDWIN, director of 


the 
San Francisco 
Zoological 


Gardens, said that his zoo for- 
bids feeding of only the giraffe 
and chimpanzees. He has ob- 
served that the western zoos al- 
low visitors to feed the animals, 
whereas eastern zoos, as a rule, 
prohibit 
this practice. 
Never- 


theless, one to three animals die 
each year at the San Francisco 
Zoo from overfeeding by the 
public. 


Feeding of animals 
requires 


accurate zoological and dietary 
knowledge which the zoo visitor 
does not have. Animals, like 
human beings, are fussy when it 
comes to food and how it is 
served. 


Every animal in a well-kept 


zoo has a feeding chart — a rec- 
ord of the foods consumed by an 
individual a n i m a l for a given 
week. 


So—the next time you go to 


the zoo, don't feed the animals!

In "The 
Scotswoman," by Inglis Fletch- 
er (Bobbs-Merrill, $3.95) the re- 
moval of Flora, her family and 
coni}>afriots, to America is be- 
gun.

Donalds arrived, trouble was ripe 
for violence with the British, the 
old enemies of the fighting Scots. 
Still, Allan MacDonald took the 
Tory oath and fought against 
the Colonial forces bent upon 
liberty. 
For a time Flora re- 


mained aloof from politics, until 
the choice lay between speak- 
ing up for the king, or denying 
her husband. 


This is a rich and exciting 


novel, filled with characters of 
(•(inflicting ideals and ideas. But 
it is still difficult for the mass 
of American readers to accept 
the Tory as a Revolutionary War 
hero, even though Mrs. Fletcher 
has given the best of her art 
to it. - G. L.

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GARDENS 
Transplants Fill a Garden Bill 


Soil should be firmed thoroughly about the roots of a 
seedling after it has been set into place in the garden.

•m«AY IS THE MONTH of ris- 


ing temperatures, 
;\ time 


when plants grow with increased 
vigor, many varieties breaking 
into bloom almost over-night. 
This is an excellent month for 
planting 
established 
seedlings. 


Both annuals and perennials are 
available with downs or varieties 
now on display at garden supply 
dealers. 


The seedlings arc usually of- 


fered in regulation nursery flats 
which 
contain 
100 
individual 


plants. If they're on display you 
may be sure it's the correct 
planting time. Those transplants 


may start 1c bloom just a short 
time after being planted. 


The soil should be prepared 


before bringing the plants home 
from the nursery as they should 
be planted 
immediately. 
The 


roots must not dry out or the 
sensitive seedlings may suffer a 
serious set-back. It is advisable 
to incorporate 
liberal 
quanti- 


ties of American peat with the 
soil. 
American peat 
is clean, 


easy to use and economical. Just 
three per cent of it mixed with 
the soil will increase produc- 
tivity. The material is especial- 
ly viilu.'ible during the summer 
season for it absorbs up to 600 
times its own weight in water.

nuals have been a popular choice

this locality. 


Fill your summer garden with 


petunias and you'll have blooms 
for months at a time. Few plants 
are as persistent in their bloom- 
ing habits as the 
ever-popular 


petunia. 


The way to accomplish this 


garden magic is to prune the 
plants back rather sharply next 
fall. 
You'll be amazed at how 


bushy they'll become during the 
winter 
months.

Giants and Dwarf Giants of Cali- 
fornia are exceptional. The lat- 
ter prehaps being 3'our best bet 
for pot 
culture 
and 
window 


boxes. 


Nor should you forgot the sin- 


gle bedding petunias which have 
a tremendous capacity for flower 
production. 


MARIGOLDS 
are 
another 


powerful 
plant 
for 
summer 


flower 
production- 
Some va- 


rieties are tremendous in size 
such as marigold gigantea which 
grows to three feet and hears 
flowers from five to six inches in 
diameter. 
For the smaller gar- 


den site try the Oouble Dwarf 
Harmony hybrids, a variety that 
usually keeps under one foot in 
height and produces flowers just 
about two inches ;icross. 


Other varieties 
of 
seedling 


plants 
now available 
include: 


Phlox, 
zinnias, 
verbenas, del- 


phinium, 
porlulaca, 
begonia, 


painted daisy, vinca and carna- 
tion. These are the transplants 
that easily may be 
moved from 


the nursery into your own gar- 
den. 


Forming a basin around a 
transplant h o l d s water 
around roots, a s s u r e s 
.seepage into root zone.

week . . . Mote and more plants 
are now breaking into bloom. 
Which means that you should 
start a wholesale flower cutting 
program. 
Use a shaip cutting 


edge and cut at an angle rather 
than straight across. 
As soon 


as the blooms have been cut 
place them in a deep container 
lillc-d with cold water. 


The waim weather will also 


prove encouraging to all sorts 


of garden pests. Ants especially 
will now be on the move. Un- 
fortunately, the;' may move into 
your home unless the proper con- 
trols are established. 


Get your watering equipment 


in good condition for your plants 
are going to do a lot more drink- 
ing during the next few months. 
When you water your lawn don't 
sprinkle it for just a few min- 
utes. 
It will require a thor- 


ough soaking.

1TBOSE CARE is not difficult. 


If your spring program is 


carried out on c. regular basis, 
you can expect good results. 


According lo A 1 I-A m e r i c a 


R o s e Selections, the country's 
leading association of growers, 
most of the people who complain 
of trouble in the garden bring it 
on themselves. 


"At this time of the year, gar- 


den jobs cannot be put off," says 
Sidney B. Hutton, AARS, presi- 
dent. 
"Delay of a week can 


make molehills into mountains 
and once behind, it's vsry diffi- 
cult to catch up. Yet, spectacu- 
lar results with today's improved 
roses can be achieved so easily 
with a. simple, regular program. 
This is one of the few fields 
where a beginner can look like a 
professional in the first year by 
following a few rules." 


Good plants are an important 


first step. I oading growers rec- 
ommend the famous All-Amer- 
ica varieties which arc thorough- 
ly tested for two years before 
their introduction to the market. 


When growth is under way 


and leaves are forming — fer- 
tilizer should be worked into the 
soil. There are many excellent 
all-p u r p o s e fertilizers on the 
market, and a h e a p i n g table- 
spoon for each plant will fur- 
nish plenty of nourishment. Fol- 
low this with a thorough soak- 
ing of the ground to carry the 
food to the roots. The next feed- 
ing should follow the first bloom- 
ing, and the third should be put 
down early in August. 


LIGHT CULTIVATION or an 


effective mulch will keep weeds 
under control. 
Remember one 


note of c a u t i o n in connection 
with cultivation: Do not pene- 
trate too deeply. 
Roses throw 


out a network of hairlike roots 
quite near the ground surface, 
and these are easily damaged by 
the over-zealous gardener. 


Damage from fungus diseases 


and posts can be held to a mini- 
mum by start ing a regular feed- 
ing and spraying program now. 
Dust or spray every 10 days and 
aflei each rain. Take care to 
cover both sides of the foliage 
for complete protection.

Gardening Choice 


By A. C. MacLeod 


are a gardening 
' delight to beginning and 
advanced gardeners 
both, for 


they literally seem to help the 
grower along. 


The 
flowering 
shrubs 
are 


named for a ]6th Century Ger- 
man professor, Leonard Fuchs, 
who was a leading herbalist and 
worked hard to establish a meth- 
od of botanical terminology. The 
fuchsia is native to Central and 
South America, Mexico and the 
West Indies. These geographical 
areas will readily indicate the 
type of growing conditions the 
fuchsia needs: Humidity, partial 
shade, moisture and lots of food. 


In California these conditions 


are best met along the coast; al- 
though, as a contradiction 
to 


this, some varieties of fuchsias 
do very well in the interior val- 
leys of the state. The proper 
varieties must be selected for 
culture in the valleys and should 
be given protection, a lath or 
the overhanging branches of a 
large tree. 


FUCHSIAS may be planted as 


upright shrubs, against trellises, 
trailing in a rock garden or over 
a sloping area, in hanging bas- 
kets, or climbing. For the ideal 
fuchsia-growing area, the coastal 
locales, try Blue Flame (violet, 
blue and rose) or Mauve Beauty 
(lilac, rose and red) as your bush 
varieties. In the interior areas 
of the state some good bush se- 
lections are California (orange- 
red and coral) and Guinevere 
(orchid-blue and white). 


Grown against trellises Lucky 


Strike (blue, rose and pink) and 
Patty Evans (white, pink and 
rose) 
are 
excellent. Trailing 


fuchsias can be used well in rock 
gardens, over walls and in hilly 
areas. Some good choices among 
these are Amapola (orchid-rose 
and rose) and Muriel (rosy lilac 
and scarlet) . . . both fine for 
the coast. For the warmer in- 
terior valleys Falling Stars (tur- 
key-red and scarlet) and Swing- 
time (while and red) satisfy.

To protect against frost 
in the interior valleys of the 
state, pile a mound of coarse 
sand or peat against the main 
stems of the bushes. Or you can 
take up the nearly dormant 
plants bare-rooted 
and

them length-wise in a shallow

Tomatoes should be p l a c e d 


deeper in the ground than the 
plants were in the flat.

feet between rows. Irrigate the 
plants well in trenches between 
the rows. As the plants grow 
taller place four stakes around 
each plant and tie strips of cloth 
to those stakes to support the 
plant. Once the blooms appear 
care must be taken to water only 
when the plants begin to wilt or 
the fruit will not set. 


Pepper plants should also be 


set deeper in the ground than 
they were in the flat. Irrigate 
in t r e nches and set plants 18 
inches apart in rows and allow 
two feet between rows. 
Pep- 


pers are similar to tomatoes in 
that they should not be over- 
watered once the bloom sets or 
the fruit will not develop. 


Egg plants have s i m i l a r 


growth habits to peppers, but 
should be planted the same depth 


as (hoy wore in the flat. Space 
two feet apart in the row with, 
three feet between rows. 


CKLKKY, LETTUCE and nil 


members of the cabbage family 
require continuous moisture with 
cultivation between irrigations in 
order to aerate the soil. 


This group will not give the 


best results in an area that is 
too warm. Space celery 10 inches, 
lettuce 10 inches, cabbage 12 
inches apart in rows with 18 to 
24 inches between rows. Brus- 
sels s p r o u t s and cauliflower 
should be spaced 18 inches apart 
in rows with two to three feet 
between rows.

Born to Be a Guardian

yHK BULL-MASTIFF was 


evolved for the 
singular 


purpose of protecting the lives 
of the 19th century gamekeep- 
ers of the large estates and 
game preserves in England which 
were 
subject 
constantly 
to 


poaching. 
Poachers would al- 


most inevitably try to shoot it 
out with the keepers in hopes 
of escaping rather than facing 
the punishment meted out by law 
if apprehended. 


Any number of dog breeds 


were tried out as protectors to 
find one that would would re- 
main silent yet alert, and one 
that was fearless and would at- 
tack on command yet not maul 
the intruder. 


Among the dogs tried were 


the bulldog and the mastiff. The 
bulldog of that time was far dif- 
ferent than the gentle pet bull- 
dog of today, and he proved too 
ferocious and too small. 
The 


mastiff 
was 
not 
quite 
fast 


enough and not sufficiently ag- 
gressive. A crossing of the two 
breeds produced the perfect dog 
for the purpose for which he was 
wanted. 


For some time, the bull-mastiff 


remained a utilitarian dog, and 
the only steps away from the 
reason lor his being were the 
contests in which a muzzled bull- 
mastiff was engaged against a 
man with a restricted size club. 
In no instance could a man hold 
his feel against a dog of proven 
worth. 


Naturally the outstanding per- 


formers, both as protectors and 
as contestants, were used most 
frequently for breeding purposes, 
and this assured the survival of 
the fittest and produced the best 
conformed dogs. Eventually the 
breed drew the attention of dog 
fanciers in this country. He re- 
ceived AKC recognition in Oc- 
tober 1933. 


A DARK RRINDTJE bull-mas- 


tiff, often called the 
keeper's 


night dog, \vjis preferred during 
the early yours of the breed's 
existence because he was not too 
visible. 
However, as the breed 


bounded upward in popularity, 
as was inevitable, a light fawn 
coloring with black muzzle and 
densely colored ears became as 
desirable. 
Today's bull-mastiff 


may be either brindle or fawn, 
with no white points on head or 
body. 


Although born to protect, the 


hull-mastiff possesses a wonder- 
fully even disposition and a great 
deal of affection for both chil- 
dren and adults. He has a good 
scenting ability, is sound, re- 
fined, and beautiful, and needs 
no mutilation to make him so. 
Although his coat is short, he 
can tolerate the harshest kind of 
weather. 
He is a healthy dog, 


needing only a minimum of care, 
and is not ns expensive to keep 


as his size would suggest. The 
adult male weighs approximately 
115 pounds, the female about 100 
pounds. 
.

Californians returned with tlieir 
wounded and dead. 


On one of his raids he left a 


party of 15 warriors at a spring 
where he knew his pursuers 
would stop to water their horses. 
Everything worked according to 
plan. 
After 
watering 
their 


• horses, the Californians lay down 


for a short rest. The Utes at- 
tacked and the surviving Cali- 
fornians returned to San Ber- 
nardino on foot. The Utes had 
taken their horses. 


Amencan military forces came 


into the state and tried to cope 
with the problem. 
A company 


of the Mormon Battalion was 
stationed at Cajon Pass, the fa- 
vorite route of the Indians into 
the desert. There were a num- 
ber of forays and it was during 
one of these engagements that 
they learned of the California 
custom of paying for scalps. This 
law was repealed on the spot as 
far as these soldiers were con- 
cerned when they saw a Cali- 
fornian peel a scalp. 


Wakcra continued his raids 


right up to the outskirts of Los 
Angeles. 
Abel Stearns led one 


posse and recovered several hun- 
dred head of horses after killing 
ten warriors. 


In 1851, the Mormons built a 


stockade around the city of San 
Bernardino. 
But 
the 
Indians 


kept up their attacks and raids. 


The Ute raids tapored off in 


1855 when Wakera died.

The Mojavc and Paiutes 


got in their innings and rode off 
with thousands of head of stock 
leaving dead settlers and burning 
buildings behind them. 


Some 
mining 
camps 
were 


closed down and no new reloca- 
tions were allowed for weeks at 
a time. The miners had fled be- 
fore the Indians. 


One of the last and most sen- 


sational attacks occurred in 1866 
when the owner of Rancho San 
Pasquale (now the site of Pasa- 
dena) was killed by arrows, to- 
gether with several of his men. 


In all justice to the Indians, 


several of these raids were led 
by white men. Pegleg Smith a 
former mountain man and a 
Blackfoot 
chief, 
led 
several 


parties. On one raid his leg was 
shattered by the bullet of a Cali- 
fornian. 
Smith amputated his 


own leg on the trail. 


The Inidans had little reason 


to regard the whites with affec- 
tion. 
They were driven from 


their lands, exploited and mur- 
dered. 
They were regarded as 


less than human. Fremont's at- 
titude was typical of the day. In 
one of his journals he wrote that 
he and his men tried to shoot 
some game and at least one 
"Buck" a day. 


The Indians fought and lost. 


But they won some skirmishes 
and many who know the true 
facts are glad they did.
